V. The Annual Inspection of Posts will be held at the earliest date 
possible to the end that the same may be completed prior to December 31, 
1909, in accordance with changes which are hereby promulgated, 
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VI. Some Inspectors General and some Departments have held that 
the Annual Inspections were at best only perfunctory and have aban- 
doned them. The Department Commander has no desire to abolish In- 
spections in this Department, but must insist on the elimination of that 
which has heretofore been known as "Inspection Expenses." Without 
adding the cost of printing, postage, express charges, etc., the cost of In- 
spection, in cash, from 1890 to and including the last report of the Assist- 
ant Quartermaster-General was $3,295.00; the items as above would foot 
up at least one-half of these figures, bringing the cost of Inspection to 
nearly $5,000.00 during the years named. The annual report of the 
Assistant Quartermaster-General presented at our Encampment, held at 
Gettysburg, in June last, told of the necessity for the strictest economy 
in the matter of Department expenses, which should be kept within the 
amount of per-capita tax paid by the Posts, and the receipts from this 
source decreasing with lessening membership. 

Let it be understood that no criticism of the past is made as the practice 
and expenses were endorsed by the Department, but experience tells u» 
now that we have reached the point where Inspection expenses and some 
others must be cut out. 

VII. Orders will not issue for the Comrades to appear in uniform at 
Inspections as more than one-half of our Comrades have no uniform. Posts 
desiring to be on Inspection in full uniform may of course do so but 
many comrades remain away from Inspection when uniform is demanded 
in orders. Let the Inspections be made the occasions of fraternal and social 
enjoyment and when the Inspector's official work has been concluded admit 
the friends of the Post and have a good time. 

VIII. Posts so desiring may nominate to Department Inspector, Wil- 
liam J. Wells, Norristown, Comrades whom the Posts may select as In- 
spectors, first making arrangements with these Comrades so selected, and 
on the recommendation of the Department Inspector these Comrades will 
be appointed by the Department Commander. In the event of a Post making 
no such nomination to the Department Inspector the Post Commander shall 
assign the Junior Past Post Commander to the duty of Inspector.

of the Adjutant and Quartermaster, with the per capita tax, must be for- 
warded immediately following the last meeting of the Post in December. 
Especial care should be exercised in giving the names, as suggested by the 
head lines in the blanks. The figures in red ink in the Adjutant's report 
must not be changed ; they represent the number of members in good stand- 
ing reported by the Post for term ending June 30th. Postal card herewith 
enclosed is for use in making a correct roster of Posts. Fill up and mail 
immediately after the installation of officers. 

III. The Department Commander desires to impress upon Post Com- 
manders the fact that it is their duty to give personal attention to the 
prompt forwarding of all reports and per capita tax for the term ending 
December 31st. All money orders, checks and drafts, for per capita tax 
should be made payable to C. F. Gramlich, Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, and forwarded to Chas. A. Suydam, Assistant Adjutant General, 
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IV. Several Posts have not yet forwarded their reports and per capita 
tax for the term ending June 30, 1909. The attention of Commanders 
of such Posts are apprised of that fact by the blue penciling of this para- 
graph.

CAPTAIN GEORGE W. SKINNER 

Which event took place at the Scotland Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial 
School, October 7, 1909. 

Inspired by an ardent patriotism he ran away from college, when only 
a little over sixteen years old and enlisted in Company A, 77th P. V. I., 
November 1, 1862. He was promoted to sergeant July 5, 1864; to first 
lieutenant, September 8, 1864, and to captain August 1, 1865. He 
served with his company in the severe campaigns in Tennessee, Georgia 
and Alabama, in 1863, 1864 and 1865. After the surrender of Gen. Lee, 
he went to Texas and assisted in suppressing the last remnants of the hostile 
Confederates. He was mustered out with his company December 6, 1865. 

After the war Capt. Skinner returned to Iiis home in Franklin county 
and although a veteran he was then only twenty years of age. He was 
four times a representative in the Pennsylvania Legislature from Franklin, 
and from Fulton county, 1889-94 and 1899-1900; served as a United States 
Pension Agent at Pittsburgh, Pa., from August 23, 1893, to January 
1, 1898, by ' appointment of President Cleveland. He was superintendent 
of the State Soldiers' Orphans' Industrial School, at Scotland, for nearly 
ten years, having been appointed July 1, 1900. He had, however, for a 
number of years previous to that time been a most active member of the 
Commission, serving for several years as treasurer and practically con- 
ducting the business of the schools then in the system. In all his long 
career in public life he never, perhaps, showed to better advantage than 
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during the nine years he was superintendent of this institution. None of 
the many important positions he had held before taking charge of this insti- 
tution were too big for him, in fact he was capable of conducting success- 
fully any position within the gift of the people, but his warm hearted, 
sympathetic nature fit the requirements of a superintendent of an institu- 
tion of this character to perfection. Every man and woman in the em- 
ploy of the school idealized him and it was not necessary for him to urge 
them to put forth their very best efforts in their work. They did that 
voluntarily to please him, if for no other reason. To the children he was 
indeed a father. They could go to him at all times with their troubles, 
imaginary or real, sure of his sympathy and advice.

MEETING HELD THIS MONTH. Post Commanders are directed to 
give personal attention to the prompt forwarding of the same, as under the 
Rules and Regulations, Post Officers for the ensuing year CANNOT BE 
INSTALLED, until such reports have been forwarded to Department 
Headquarters. 

Checks, drafts, and money orders must be drawn to the order of Assist- 
ant Quartermaster General C. F. Gramlich, but enclosed to Assistant 
Adjutant General Chas. A. Suydam. Credentials of Representatives and 
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Alternates to the Forty-fourth Annual Department Encampment, to be held 
at Harrisburg, in June next, should be forwarded promptly. Attention to 
this will materially aid the Officers of the Department. 

IV. Quartermasters are required to furnish bonds on the form provided 
by this office. Where Quartermasters have been re-elected they will not 
be required to make new bonds, unless the amount or condition of the 
securities has been changed.

I. The approach of Memorial Day, May 30 next, recalls to comrade 
and shipmate, soldier and sailor, the fateful period in the Nation's history, 
when the War for the Suppression of the Rebellion called into being the 
great Union Army and Navy, whose achievements on land and sea made 
the American soldier and sailor the most conspicuous figure in the martial 
history of the World. 

From the survivors of the Union Army and Navy was formed the Grand 
Army of the Republic, that for nearly half a century has annually paid 
the tribute of flag and flowers, to the memory of the brave men who gave 
their lives that the Nation might live, and also to the memory of those who 
having survived the perils of the conflict have passed to their rest in the 
days of peace. 

Our annual pilgrimage to the resting places of the heroic dead has been 
beautifully and tenderly supplemented by the citizenship of the several 
communities, who entering fully into the spirit of Memorial Day, unite 
with us in recognizing the value of the service rendered, and the sacrifice 
made by those of our comrades and shipmates who helped to save from 
the consuming flame of war, a Nation that to-day leads the World in all 
things that make for the uplift and betterment of the human race. 

Let every member of the Grand Army of the Republic in earnestness 
and sincerity, lend his efforts to the full discharge of the duty devolving 
upon us, to the end that the dead may be fittingly remembered, the liv- 
ing reminded of the debt of gratitude the Nation owes its defenders, and 
all the people recognize in the tender and loving tribute of Memorial Day, 
a stimulus to patriotism and love of country. 

The impressive and fitting ceremonies incident to a proper observance 
of the day should be conducted with a degree of decorum and reverence, 
that will honor our dead and reflect credit upon the Grand Army of the 
Republic.

Camp Fire at Chestnut Street Auditorium, 8 P.M. June 7, 1910 



The Camp Fire was called to order by Comrade John B. Patrick , of 
Post No. 58, Harrisburg, Pa. 

Department Chaplain Rev. John W. Sayres, D. D., made the following 
prayer: "Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, Thou who hast guided us 
in all our ways, we desire to acknowledge Thy goodness towards us, and 
pray that Thy blessing may rest upon us as we gather here in this En- 
campment. We thank Thee for that love which Thou hast shown toward 
us in permitting us to gather together after the lapse of so many years in 
a Camp Fire such as this. We pray that Thou wilt bless us. Let Thy 
blessing rest upon the Governor of this Commonwealth, upon our organi- 
zation, upon all our comrades, and save us through Christ, Amen." 

The Chairman: It is my great pleasure, comrades, to call this meeting 
to order. I would enjoy uttering a few words of welcome to the officers 
and comrades who are here present to-night, and who have been invited 
by the citizens and local Posts of Harrisburg, but that duty has been 
assigned to another person. 

In the '60*8, when Uncle Sam needed soldiers, those who did not enlist 
had the privilege of furnishing substitutes. I regret very much that the 
Mayor of the city of Harrisburg is unavoidably absent, but like the men 
just referred to, he has furnished us a substitute who will take his place 
and address you in a few words of welcome. I have the pleasure of in- 
troducing to you the Hon. E. E. Beidleman, who will now address you. 

Hon. E. E. Beidleman: Mr. Chairman, Members of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, their Wives and Families and Friends: The Mayor of Har- 
risburg regrets his inability to be here to-night. What has been his loss 
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is my gain, because it is undoubtedly a pleasure for any person to have 
the honor to welcome to our city one of the grandest bodies of men of this 
or any other land. Nothing can be said that is worthy of the old soldier 
because the dictionary has failed to furnish words to fittingly describe his 
worth. 

Harrisburg is proud of many things; she prides herself on her streets, 
her pure water and her citizenship, but, above all things, she is proud 
of the Grand Army of the Republic who are her best type of American 
citizenship. We are proud of the members of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public of the City of Harrisburg; we are proud of the members of the 
Grand Army of the Republic of the State of Pensylvania ; we are proud 
of the Grand Army of the Republic of the entire country, and it makes no 
difference from where you come, Harrisburg at this time extends to you 
a most cordial and hearty welcome. There is nothing that we can offer 
that is good enough for you. Everything we have is yours, and may your 
stay here be one of the most pleasant that you have had at any of your 
Grand Army Encampments. The door is wide open; the key to the city is 
yours, and anything that you may do we are glad to have you do, because 
we know that everything that you do and every act that you will per- 
form will reflect honor and credit on the people of Harrisburg and the 
citizens of this grand old . Commonwealth. 

Harrisburg, in a sense, is historic ground, because it was within our 
boundaries that many of you, well advanced in years, came here not 
to receive the welcome that you have to-night, but came here filled with the 
spirit of patriotism to go into battle and fight for your country, and you 
performed the grandest and most self sacrificing duty ever performed by 
any soldiery of any land. (Applause.) 

I see the sugggestion has been made by the people of Harrisburg and of 
Pennsylvania that the next Legislature of this State do its part toward 
building a memorial to the Grand Army of the Republic on the site of Camp 
Curtin that will stand forever. (Applause.) 

I desire at this time to extend to you on behalf of the Mayor of this 
city, on behalf of the members of the Posts of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public of this city , and on behalf of every man , woman and child within its 
borders, a most hearty and cordial welcome, and may you leave us feeling 
that we did the best we could for you, and filled with the desire to return 
to us within the next few years, here to hold again the Encampment of 
the Grand Army of the Republic. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: I now have the pleasure of introducing to you the Com- 
mander of the Department of Pennsylvania, Commander Thad. M. Mahon, 
who will respond to the address of welcome delivered by Mr. Beidleman. 

Department Commander Thad. M. Mahon: Ladies, Gentlemen and Com- 
rades: Nearly fifty years ago, many of the comrades present marched 
through this city on their way to the war. A government yet in the spring 
of its existence, but which in the short period of its career had converted 
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a wilderness into a fertile and populous country, bounded by the breadth 
of a continent, inhabited by forty millions of people, and which had filled 
the world with the fame of its achievements in arts and arms, was to be 
sustained against hosts of bitter enemies. Either the cause of liberty or 
slavery was to triumph. The question whether we were to be a homo- 
geneous people living under the same flag and political institutions was to 
be settled once and forever ; the long argument of years was closed ; the 
issue was made clearly and distinctly. To save for our people one union, 
one government and one flag, these comrades marched to the front. For 
four long and bloody years they endured the fatigue, privations and dangers 
of the march and camp ; they stormed entrenched positions with fixed 
bayonets through sheets of flame ; they met the shock or changing; battalions 
and squadrons in hand to hand conflict in the breach or on the crest. In 
the hell of battle they had forced into their bodies the chilling steel and hot 
lead. Under great generals and admirals they fought battles before which 
the battles of Alexander, of Hannibal, of Caesar and of Napoleon "pale 
their effectual fires." For three thousand years Thermopylae stood as the 
headland of military glory. It now stands as to Gettysburg as the foothills 
do to the Rocky Mountains. (Applause.) 

Under the gallant Hooker they fought at Chancellorsville ; under Meade 
they held the sulphureous heights of Gettysburg; under Thomas they stood 
like fi wall of fire at Chickamauga and Nashville; under Sherman they 
marched from Atlanta to the sea; under Sheridan they sent Early whirling 
up the valley of the Shenandoah ; under Farragut the naval heroes swept 
from the sea the last vestige of the rebel navy ; under Grant at Five Forks 
and Appomattox the last foe surrendered. (Applause.) 

And now the old comrades have come back to Harrisburg once more, in 
response to the very kind invitation of the good people of Harrisburg. I 
want to thank the gentleman who represented the Mayor of this city for 
his kindly words of welcome, and I want to thank the good citizens of 
Harrisburg for their kind and generous hopitality. I tender these thanks 
not only as Commander but on behalf of every member of the Grand Army 
of the Republic of the State,, of Pennsylvania. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: We have heard in eloquent words the welcome delivered 
by the representative of the Mayor of this city. He has thrown open to you 
the gates of this city, and I know that it carries with it the cordial welcome 
that the good citizens of Harrisburg are so often called upon to exhibit. 

It is my pleasure now to introduce to you the permanent chairman of 
the evening, who will take charge of the further exercises of this meeting, 
Assistant Adjutant General Chas. A. Suydam, of Philadelphia. (Applause.) 

Assistant Adjutant General Charles A. Suydam: My friend and comrade 
Patrick in his openings remarks stated that during the war substitutes were 
provided. I see no one who would be willing to act as substitute for me 
to-night in taking charge of this aggregation. But in view of the fact that 
I have been placed in this position and in honor of that fact, the orchestra 
will now render one of its choicest selections. (Laughter and applause.) 
3 
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The orchestra then played "Hail Columbia," followed by "The Star 
Spangled Banner." 

The Chairman: One of the most enjoyable features of the gatherings of 
the Grand Army of the Republic is the camp fire. At National Encamp- 
ments we have been honored by many distinguished guests, at times the 
President of the United States and others high in the councils of the nation. 
At our department encampments for many years we were honored in like 
manner by those occupying the highest gift at the hands of the people. We 
are honored to-night by having as a guest a most distinguished official, 
who, in the city of his birth had been elevated to the highest office of that 
city. The conduct of that office, the performance of the duties incident 
thereto, Were of such a high character, that later on the citizens of Penn- 
sylvania called him still higher up, feeling assured that the same great 
measure of devotion would be given to the State as that which he had given 
to his native city. And now I have the pleasure and the very great honor 
to present to you (and I want you all to rise as I do so) our distinguished 
guest, the Governor of Pennsylvania, the Hon. Edwin S. Stuart. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Governor Edwin S. Stuart: Members of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
Ladies and Gentlemen: It seems to-night to be the fashion to have a sub- 
stitute. Your Commander has spoken about a substitute, and although 
his honor, the Mayor of Harrisburg, has sent a substitute, I know he is 
away to-night on business that could not be postponed for I am sure he 
would be only too gratified to welcome to the City of Harrisburg the com- 
rades of the Grand Army of the Republic of the State of Pennsylvania. 
But he has sent in his place a most prominent and eloquent citizen of Har- 
risburg who has extended that welcome in the very best form. There are 
many times when an official would be very glad to have a substitute, but 
I want to say to-night that I am very glad of the opportunity to be here, not 
only as Governor of the Commonwealth, but because of many tender remi- 
niscenses. 

I remember very distinctly when I was Mayor of my native city the 
City of Philadelphia, referred to by the Chairman, I had the honor of 
welcoming to Philadelphia the Encampment of the Department of Penn- 
sylvania, held there some eighteen or nineteen years ago, and I consider 
it a distinguished honor that during my term as Governor, I am able to 
greet the members of the Grand Army of the Republic of Pennsylvania in 
the capital city of this Commonwealth. I do not propose to detain you 
by making any extended address, and in saying this I am reminded of a 
little joke upon myself. Last summer I was invited to Cumberland county 
to the celebration of the one hundred and seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of an old church in that county. As usual, the Governor was 
upon the program for an address. Before going up on the platform, I said 
to a member of the congregation, "I would rather be kicked than go up 
there and make an address." Said he, "Wait until you get through; per- 
haps somebody will oblige you." (Laughter and applause,) So I don't want 
to get in tjiat position to-night. 
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As I said before, I become reminiscent in meeting again the boys of 
'01 to '65. Unfortunately for myself, I was not old enough to be a part 
of that grand army, but I remember being taught at my mother's knee the 
story of John Brown and of the Battle of Bull Run, and I remember very 
distinctly the dark hours and days and nights at that time. I remember 
seeing the regiments leaving Philadelphia for the front. As a boy I lived 
in that part of the city in which the old P. W. & B. railroad station was 
located — at Broad and Prime streets, and many a time I went to that 
old depot to watch the regiments go away. I remember, too, the old volun- 
teer refreshment saloon at Washington Street Wharf; I remember the old 
fire companies, every one of which at that time had an ambulance, and 
whenever the sick and wounded were sent to Philadelphia, they were 
brought to Broad and Prime streets, and from there taken to the various 
hospitals throughout the city ; and I remember distinctly the number of the 
alarm struck upon the box of the fire department when the sick and wounded 
had arrived, and that number was 96 ; whenever 96 was rung, the horses 
of the fire department were instantly attached to the ambulance and 
rushed to Broad and Prime streets. Those things come back to me to-night 
very vividly, as does the recollection of the boys coming home after the 
war, sick and emaciated. 

Afterwards I remember very well the organization of a post of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, which many of the people in the neighborhood at 
that time joined. There is sitting upon the platform to-night a man who 
left that very neighborhood as a soldier, who came back, joined as one 
of the members of that Post, and that man is Colonel Robert B. Beath, 
and the Post I referred to is Post No. 5, Grand Army of the Republic, on 
South Street near Seventeenth, in Philadelphia. (Applause.) 

As I look around this hall and see the flag that is so dear to each and 
every one of us, that has ever been the symbol of liberty, I am reminded of 
a little story told by Charles Emory Smith, the former Postmaster General. 
He stated that during the Boxer uprising in China, the allied armies of 
the different nations, after a very hard march, arrived at the gates of Pekin. 
Standing side by side, watching them, were an American and another man. 
As the first flag swept into view, the stranger, who did not know the dif- 
ferent flags, turned to the American and said, "What flag is that?" The 
American said, "That is the flag of the Emperor of Germany." As an- 
other flag appeared, the stranger said, "What flag is that?" The Ameri- 
can said, "That is the flag of the King of England." Then as another flag 
passed, the stranger made the same inquiry, and the American replied, 
"That is the flag of the King of Italy." And so with the flags of all the 
other nations. At last came a body of stalwart, healthy fellows, and as 
their flag waved above them in the sunlight, the stranger asked "Whose 
flag is that?" And the American replied, "That is my flag; the flag of 
every American citizen ; it does not stand for any political party ; it stands 
for liberty, but liberty regulated by law, and belongs to me and every 
other American citizen!" (Applause.) That, my friends, is what that 
flag stands for to-day. This State was settled by William Penn, guarantee- 
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ing civil and religious liberty to everyone who desired to come here. That 
flag stands for the same thing to-night ; it stands for what it stood for 
when you returned in 1865; it stands for liberty, but liberty regulated by 
law. There is no man or set of men strong enough to defy it, and there is 
no man so poor or humble as not to be entitled to its protection. (Ap- 
plause.) 

I heard a remark made some time ago as to this great question of '61 
to '65. It was made by a veteran who served from 1861 to 1865, who was 
wounded on two or three occasions, and who returned to his home after 
the war and took up the duties of life. I heard him say, "I served my 
country from '61 to '05, and did it as an act of patriotism. I carry three 
wounds, which I will carry with me until the end of my days. As far 
as the war is concerned, it is over with. 1 have no ill-feeling, for now 
that the contest is over we are all brothers, but there is one thing we want 
to impress upon our children and upon our children's children, and that is, 
that in the great contest between the North and the South, the North was 
right and the South was wrong. (Applause.) 

I had the honor a few weeks ago of meeting in Philadelphia that 
patriotic club "The First Defenders," the men from Pennsylvania who 
responded first to the call of Abraham Lincoln, and as I looked upon those 
men, I was reminded that in every great crisis in the history of our 
country, Pennsylvania was absolutely to be depended upon to do her part. 
In the War of the Revolution we furnished our quota of men and arms, 
and the man who raised the money to finance that great war was a citizen 
of Philadelphia, Robert Morris. Then, in 1812, Pennsylvania again did 
her part, and the man who raised the money to finance that war was an- 
other Philadelphian, Stephen Girard, and in the great contest of '61 to 
'65, Pennsylvania furnished her quota, and no better set of men ever 
marched in defence of a flag. It was a Pennsylvanian who financed that 
great war and made possible the carrying on of it, and that man was Jay 
Cooke. (Applause.) Thus, in every great crisis, Pennsylvania has been 
second to none in support of this government. And so, that night, as I 
looked at those "First Defenders," I was reminded of the last verse of 
that beautiful hymn of Mrs. Howe's: 

"In the beauty of the lilies Christ was born across the sea, 
With a glory in his bosom that transfigures you and me. 
As he died to make ,men holy , let us die to make men free , 
While God is marching on." (Applause.) 

The Chairman: I know how delighted you have been to listen to the 
speeches that have been delivered up to this time, and from this time on, 
you can expect almost anything to occur. (Laughter.) 

Those of you who were at Gettysburg one year ago will remember how 
delightfully you were entertained by the person whom I am now about 
to introduce. A short time ago, in fact in the early part of the year, 
I had the honor to install the officers of the Post of which this lady is the 
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Patriotic Instructor. I then learned from a member of her family an 
incident of her girlhood days. Bright and inquisitive, as many children are, 
she said to her father one night, "Papa, where were you born?" "Why," 
said he, "I was born in San Francisco." "Where was Mamma born?" He 
replied, "Your mother was born in Chicago." And then after a pause, she 
said, "Where was I born?" "W"hy you were born in Carbondale," he 
answered. Then she said, "Papa, isn't it strange how we three people 
got together!" (Laughter and applause.) The lady whom I will now in- 
troduce to you has been honored with the appointment of Patriotic In- 
structor of the Post in her native town, a mining town composed of all 
classes and conditions, and her everyday life is devoted to the inculcation 
of patriotism in the children of that town. I now have the pleasure of pre- 
senting to you Mrs. J. B. Evans, of Carbondale. (Applause.) 

Mrs. J. B. Evans, who is Patriotic Instructor of William H. Davis 
Post No. 187, Carbondale, then sang "The Old Flag Never Touched the 
Ground," and, as an encore; "Pennsylvania." 

The Chairman: I shall now present to you a lady loved, admired and 
respected by all the citizens of Harrisburg, Miss Bertha B. Herring, who 
is the teacher of elocution in your High School. 

Miss Bertha B. Herring, of Harrisburg, recited "The Whistling Regi- 
ment," and in response to the applause of the audience recited, "The 
Peppermint Stick." 

The chairman: Has it occurred to the comrades what a number of jewels 
we have with us to-night? There they are in the boxes! (Laughter and 
applause.) 

Comrade Patrick said to me, "Charley, make that orchestra earn their 
money," and the orchestra will now proceed to earn another portion of what 
is to be paid to them. 

The orchestra then rendered a medley of patriotic airs. 

The Chairman: I do not often announce in advance any part of the 
program, but I will divert this time to say that this camp fire was opened 
by a "Stuart," and it will be closed by a "Stewart," our Tom! (Applause.) 
But not for quite a little while yet. I think from what I know of the 
program I have in hand, that you will go away from this place to-night 
feeling that you have received full worth of the price of admission, and if 
any are dissatisfied, their money will be refunded at the door. (Laughter.) 

I am now about to introduce to you one of our Past Department Com- 
manders. When you look at him, you will think there is no guile in him, 
but I want to tell you a little incident that occurred during the time he was 
Department Commander. He came into the office one day, and after the 
transaction of some business, he said, "Charley, I want to go up to the 
Ledger office. Will you go up with me?" I said, "Certainly," and as 
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we got near the centre of Independence Square, we saw quite a number 
of boys that formed a circle, all very intent upon some subject that ap- 
parently engrossed all their attention, and in the centre of the circle was a 
little dog. This comrade said to me, "Charley, what does this gathering 
mean?" I said, "Oh, I can't tell; those gatherings are frequent around 
here." And being curious, he went over to the circle of boys, and said 
"What are you boys doing, and what are you going to do with that little 
dog?" They answered, "Nothin." Then he said, "Now, boys I want to 
know," and the leader replied, "Well, Mister, we are telling lies, and 
the boy that tells the biggest lie gets the dog." My comrade was indignant, 
and said, "Why, you young rascals, you ought to be ashamed of your- 
selves, doing a thing like that in the shadow of Independence Hall; when 
I was a boy I never thought of such a thing," and then, one of the little 
boys turned to the leader and said, "Jimmie, give him the dog!" (Laughter 
and applause.) 

I now have the pleasure of introducing to you Past Department Com- 
mander Gherst. 

Past Department Commander Milton A. Gherst: Before we got half 
way around the square, he had earned that dog twice! (Laughter and ap- 
plause.) Now, your presiding officer has been very diplomatic. He re- 
minds me of the comrade who once presided at a meeting where I was 
called on, and who was wise, as he had heard me before, and when I 
asked how long I was to speak, he said, "Speak as long as you please, but 
for the sake of this audience, make it short." (Laughter.) Charley is 
very diplomatic ; he tells you what is in store for you ; he tells you who is 
to close this meeting, and he tells you just before he introduces me. Now 
I call that diplomacy because if he did not tell you, this audience would 
have suspicioned that I was about to take up a collection and you would 
have passed out. You know, I have never gotten over the teachings of my 
boyhood days, when I was always told to keep quiet in the presence of my 
elders, and I always tremble and I always hesitate to respond or even 
attempt to respond when I am called upon. 

I don't know whether you have heard this story Or not, but they tell a 
story of some troops who were encamped upon the property of a lady in 
the South. When she saw the troop there, she became very much ex- 
ercised about her poultry and about her live stock generally. She went 
to the commanding officer and asked him for a guard to protect her property 
during the night while they were in camp there. The commanding officer 
had a detail made for that purpose, sent it over to the house, and yet the 
lady was not satisfied. She came again to the commanding officer and im- 
p*lored him to see that her property was protected. "Protected," said he, 
"of course it will be protected, have I not sent a guard for that purpose." 
"You have," said the lady, "but the officer in charge of that guard is a 
preacher; we'll starve; everything will be stolen during the night, and 
there won't be a chicken left in the morning." (Laughter.) 
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I was quietly and diplomatically notified to be brief and I want to 
obey. I desire to say, however, that I was gratified beyond expression 
at the sentiments of the Governor expressed here to-night, when he said 
that in the contest between the North and the South, the North was right 
ana the South was wrong. At the close of the war, when you came home, 
you felt you had done your duty. The people of the nation greeted you, 
welcomed you, feasted you, told you that you had done splendid work, 
for you had brought back from so many bloody battlefields that flag to 
which the Governor so eloquently referred ; and then you organized the 
Grand Army of the Republic for the purpose of keeping green the memories 
of those days of bloodshed from 1861 to 1865. And you did that and you 
helped along those comrades who had fought with you, you taught 
patriotism, and taught that devotion to country and flag should have its 
reward. We patted ourselves and others upon the shoulder, feeling that 
we deserved the gratitude of a nation, and we went about in these camp- 
fires and these gatherings and spoke of the deeds of the men in that war — 
never of those who wore the gray, but always of the men who wore the 
blue, but, in later days there has been a tendency to apologize for the 
things that were done on the other side, and, like the man whom the 
Governor quoted, I have no ill-feeling, no animosity against the men who 
wore the gray, but the verdict as rendered shall stand, and from that 
verdict there cannot, there should not, and there shall not be any appeal. 
(Applause.) 

A few years ago, when I was a young fellow, I mingled with some 
theological students, — not to any serious extent, but nevertheless I mingled 
with them, and I learned that in the seminary there were certain things 
prescribed, certain rules laid down, certain things necessary to make a 
sermon satisfactory. The sermon must be, as the professor said, moving 
in its effect upon the people, it must be soothing, and it must be satisfying. 
One day a young student was sent out from the seminary to preach a 
sermon, and when he came back, the professor asked him, "Well, was 
your sermon a success ; did you measure up to the requirements of this 
seminary?" "Yes, I think I did," said the student, "for a short time 
after I started , a good many of the congregation got up and went out , so it 
must have been moving upon their emotions. I preached a while longer, 
and several of the members went to sleep, so I felt sure it must be soothing. 
When I finished my sermon and went out, I found groups of the members 
standing about, and heard them say, 'Well, we don't want any more 
sermons like that,' so it must have been satisfying." (Laughter.) And 
fearing that some of you will go to sleep or leave, I will close, but be- 
fore doing so, let me say, in reference to what has been said about build- 
ing a monument to commemorate Camp Curtin, that I fully agree that 
places of that kind should be commemorated, places of that kind should 
become a shrine for future generations to worship there and learn of the 
greatest civil war in history, and the most unjustifiable war. But I hope 
to see, and I hope the time may. come although I may not live to see it, 
when there shnll rise a genius who shall fashion and shape and mould a 
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monument that shall not be surrounded by any walls of any statuary halls, 
but placed at the nation's capital, a monument that shall typify the 
American soldier; and then again, may some mighty genius arise who shall 
fashion and shape a monument that shall typify the American mother, 
who prayed while her loved ones fought. (Applause.) 

The Chairman: I do not know whether Comrade Patrick spells this 
word correctly or not, but he said that the Atheneum Quartet would favor 
us during the evening. We would be delighted to hear from them now. 

The Atheneum Quartet then sang "My Old Kentucky Home," and as 
an encore, "The Star Spangled Banner." 

The Chairman: I am about to present to you a comrade from Missouri, 
who has been shown what a camp fire is. You will notice from his general 
appearance^ and get-up how neat and precise he is, and that reminds me 
of the fact, that in the early days of the War for the Suppression of the 
Rebellion, because of that neatness and precision, he was appointed a 
corporal, and to him was assigned the duty of drilling recruits. Among 
these recruits was a German, who was certainly a cure; he didn't know 
the difference between a bayonet, a ramrod, or the stock, and finally 
Frank said to him, "You are the darndest, dumbest Dutchman I ever 
saw." And the other replied, "Is dot so?" "Yes," said Frank, "I'll bet 
you never met anyone as dumb as yourself." Well," said the Dutchman, 
"I haf three brothers, all worse than I am." "What became of them?" 
asked Frank. "Oh, they went into the army," said the Dutchman. "And 
what did they do there?" asked Frank. "Oh," replied the Dutchman, 
"they just made corporals out of them." (Laughter.) 

I now have the pleasure of presenting to you Colonel Frank M. Ster- 
rett, representing the Commander-in-Chief on this occasion, and who is a 
member of the National Council of Administration. (Applause.) 

Colonel Frank M. Sterrett: Mr. Chairman, Comrades, Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen: When Charley was introducing me, I was reminded of a story 
of a Sunday school class that I heard recently. The superintendent of the 
school had a class of twelve girls, ranging from six to twelve years of 
age, and one Sunday the teacher said, "Children, I want you to give me 
from memory next Sunday a scriptural text, and let it be short because 
your minds will not grasp a long text." The youngest, a little six year old 
girl, went home to her mother and said, "Mother, I have to have a text for 
next Sunday, and the teacher said it must be a short one." The mother 
thought a minute and then said, "Well, daughter, here is one, 'Let your 
light shine/ " During the week , the mother several times asked the little 
girl to repeat the text, and each time the child said, "Let your light 
shine." At last Sunday came around, and when the little girl arrived at 
Sunday school, she listened to those eleven other children glibly reciting 
their texts ; then came the turn of our little girl , but after hesitating for 
somo moments, she said, as Charley said this evening, "Let your gas be 
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turned on." (Laughter and applause.) I expect to get after Charley when 
I get back to the hotel, and tell him he is one of the greatest prevaricators 
I ever met. 

As a member of the executive committee, and as a representative of the 
Commander-in-Chief at the Forty-fourth Encampment of the Department 
of Pennsylvania, I extend to you his greetings and his regret that owing 
to important engagements with the Grand Army in the West, he is pre- 
vented from being here on this occasion, as I know he would be delighted 
to be with you. 

In the room of the Department Commander to-day I listened to a con- 
versation about one of the most notable things, with reference to the 
Grandy Army of the Republic that probably ever occurred in the history 
of the order in a foreign country. It was spoken of in the Public Ledger 
of last Sunday, and is but a paragraph. I was requested to read this 
clipping as of possible help to some of our pessimistic comrades, who 
think the world does not appreciate them as they should be appreciated. 
After ex-President Theodore Roosevelt had received an honorary degree 
from one of the greatest universities in the world, he attended a specially 
convened meeting of the Cambridge Society, at which the president of 
that society proposed that he (Roosevelt) should be admitted as an honorary 
member of that society. The motion having been carried by acclamation, 
Mr. Roosevelt entered his name on the roll, and then delivered an address 
which delighted his hearers. There are several columns containing that 
address, but the paragraph I referred to is as follows: 

EXAMPLE OF THE G. A. R. 

They had in the United States an organization known as the 
Grand Army of the Republic, which was composed of men, who, 
forty-five years ago, fought to a finish the great Civil War. The 
one thing that had always appealed to him in that organization was 
that all the men were admitted on a footing of equality. As long 
as they had done their duty well, whether the man was a lieu- 
tenant general, or whether he was an eighteen year old recruit, 
who was able to serve but six months , if he did his duty in the place 
where he was put he was called "Comrade." He stood on an 
equality with other men, and no distinction was allowed between 
them, whether a man had fought as a private or as a major or 
lieutenant general, so long as he fought hard and saw the thing 
through. It was just the same in their ordinary civil lives. 

At Cambridge, England, in one of the greatest universities, surrounded 
by some of the most learned and polished gentlemen of all the world, a 
man, who at one time, as you all know, was President of these United 
States, and probably upon whom the eyes of the whole civilized world 
are more carefully centered than upon any other character on the earth, 
made this speech on last Friday afternoon, and this ought, to some ex- 
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tent, make us believe that our work from '61 to '65 is not altogether un- 
appreciated by the distinguished thinkers of the world. (Applause.) Every 
man who has fought for liberty, every man who has fought against slavery, 
every man who has died for conscience sake has been the forerunner of the 
culmination of the work of the Union Army during the war and the Grand 
Army of the Republic since the war, which was the climax of all the work 
that had been done in the cause of liberty. All Europe seems to have been 
sifted to secure men and women of that particular fibre necessary to lay 
the foundations of a government upon the shores of the new continent in 
the wilderness of America. God sifted the wheat of three kingdoms to 
find the seed to plant for this great country of ours. Those who had 
bravely suffered toil and privation during the time of the Indian wars and 
depredations in defence of their homes hewn from primeval forests, and 
of which the thirteen original colonies were composed, were well calculated 
to produce three millions of people deeply imbued with the holy fire of 
liberty. The pen of Thomas Jefferson in writing that greatest state paper 
of the time, the Declaration of Independence, but traced words and sen- 
tences on parchment that had already been burned into the brain and into 
the heart of that people. The declaration that all men are created free and 
equal under the law electrified the liberty-loving people of all lands, and 
brought to our shores from the old world the most progressive and ad- 
venturous spirits. Notwithstanding the declaration that all men are created 
free and equal, this nation lived for more than eighty years as half free 
and half slave. In the Twenty-ninth Congress, three millions of dollars 
were placed in the hands of President Polk for the acquisition of new terri- 
tory. Henry Wilmot, of Pennsylvania, moved that no part of such money 
should be used to acquire territory in which slavery was admitted. Jeffer- 
son Davis moved that as this continent was to be extended from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Ocean, that all North of a certain line should be free, and 
all South of that line should be slave. Henry Clay, rising in his place in 
the Senate, said, "I owe it to the people I represent, I owe it to myself, 
I owe it to posterity to say that no influence of mine shall be brought to 
bear to extend slavery into territory where it does not now exist." John 
C. Calhoun, of South Carolina said, "I have believed from the beginning 
that the agitation of the question of slavery would end in disunion." In 
1858, Abraham Lincoln gave utterance to those immortal words, which 
proved so true afterwards, "I do not believe that this government can ex- 
ist half slave and half free. A house divided against itself cannot stand. 
I do not say that the union will be dissolved, but I do say that it will be- 
come all slave or all free." And when South Carolina and eleven other 
confederate states seceded from the Union, a war was inaugurated so 
tremendous in its character as to sink into insignficance all other wars of 
modern times. The first gun fired at Fort Sumpter, as it rang around 
the world, electrified the liberty-loving people of this land into an ex- 
hibition of patriotism unparalleled in the annals of the world. A battle 
line 2,000 miles in length, extending from the Atlantic Ocean to the Rio 
Grande, and beyond that line, 2,250,000 boys of the union, for be it 
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known by this and every other audience who may not have taken it into 
consideration, that it was the boys of this Union that supported the greatest 
war that ever was fought. Those 2,250,000 boys were, on an average, but 
a little past 19 years of age. About 400,000 of them died upon the battle- 
field, in hospitals and in prison pens. And those that remain, with falter- 
ing steps, are marching toward the setting sun. 

When the war was over, several hundred of these boys organized the 
Grand Army of the Republic for the purpose of taking care of the needy 
and aged, the widows and orphans of their former comrades, and every 
30th of May these men, with millions of their friends lovingly strew 
flowers upon the graves of our dead. In this duty the mothers and 
daughters of our land perform an important and conspicuous part. What 
light is to the eye, what love is to the heart, patriotism is to the soul. 

In conclusion, the Grand Army of the Republic did not stop its in- 
fluence upon civilization at the close of the war. It was because of the 
example of the Grand Army of the Republic that four hundred years of 
tyranny was swept from the western hemisphere, and in the words of that 
great martyr of the war, "That this nation, under God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom, and that government of the people, by the people, and 
for the people shall not perish from the earth." (Applause.) 

The Chairman: You have heard story and song, and you have sat 
there and enjoyed them both, and that is all you have done to aid in the 
camp fire to-night. You are expected now to join in the chorus of the song 
Mrs. Evans will now sing. 

Mrs. Evans then sang "Way down upon the Swanee River," in which 
the audience joined. 

The Chairman: It is with fear and trembling that I introduce the next 
speaker of the evening. I know he will roast the life out of me, but I must 
tell you this story about him. He has a great opinion of himself in certain 
directions. I went to his office upon the hill some time ago, but found 
that he had gone home for the day. I went to his house, pushed the button, 
and the madam came to the door. Knowing her so well, I said, "Is the 
boss in?" She said, "Sir, I am the boss of this house; Tom is bringing 
up the coal." (Laughter.) 

I now have the pleasure of presenting to you Past Commander-in-Chief, 
"Tom" Stewart. (Applause.) 

Past Commander-in-Chief, Thomas J. Stewart: Mr. Chairman, Ladies 
and Gentlemen: This is a very late hour of the evening at which to com- 
mence an address, but I have witnessed many things that were rather 
amusing during the evening, and no doubt you noticed that our Chairman 
said he appreciated the honor of his being selected to preside over this 
camp fire, and in recognition of that honor, the orchestra would play 
one of its best selections, and they started in and played "Home Sweet 
Home." (Laughter.) Then I noticed a while ago that as he stood here, he 
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put his hands in his pockets (and that is a characteristic attitude wkh him) , 
and he said, "I have many things on the program which I hold in my 
hand," and there the program lay on the table. (Laughter.) And then 
he turned round and said that Gherst won the dog for lying ! He also said 
many things might happen. 

I remember hearing the story of a man — an Irishman, who did not know 
the meaning of the word 'Halt." His commanding officer tried again and 
again to teach him, but every time he gave "Halt," the Irishman would 
march about three steps ahead, then noticing that the others had stopped, 
he would step back in line with the company. After this had happened 
several times, the officer got to thinking that if he could find out what 
that man had been doing, perhaps he could get to a solution of the diffi- 
culty, and so he found that the Irishman had been a driver of mules, and 
the next time he wished the company to halt, he called to the Irishman, 
"Whoa, Fitzpatrick , " and the man stopped in his place. (Laughter and 
applause.) 

The most important man at a camp fire is the man who makes the intro- 
ductions; he always takes up the most time, he tries to make the most 
speeches, and he tries to make everything fit, and he thinks the camp 
fire wouldn't go on if he were not there, and he says to himself, "I am 
really it." (Laughter.) You will notice how important he thinks he is. 
Well, there was a part of his regiment captured in an engagement during 
the war, about forty of them, and the officer who took charge of the 
prisoners was told to take them to the rear and report with them at 
brigade headquarters and get his receipt for them. He took them back 
about three miles, saw the brigadier general and said he had forty prisoners 
he wished to turn over and get a receipt for them. He was told to line them 
up , and then their names were called. "Jones , " — he was there ; "Fer- 
guson," — he was there, and so on down the line, but when they were 
counted only thirty-nine were found. The brigadier said to the officer, 
"You cannot get a receipt for forty men ; there are only thirty-nine here ; 
where is the other man? Here is his name — Charles A Suydam." "Oh," 
said the officer, "he was a little bit of a fellow ; I didn't think he would 
count, so I traded him off for a plug of tobacco." (Laughter and applause.) 

Now, at this late hour of the evening, there is nothing that I can say 
that has not already been said and covered. Strange to say, I had in my 
mind the very extract that my good Comrade Sterrett referred to, taken 
from an address delivered by ex-President Roosevelt, and which referred 
to the Grand Army of the Republic. I am therefore like the lady who 
had the preacher on guard duty, "I haven't a chicken left." (Laughter.) 

I do recall, however, one thing that impressed me, and that was the 
remark of Past Department Commander Gherst, that somewhere in this 
great country, and I think he named the capitol at Washington, not en- 
closed by walls but out where all the world can see it, should be placed 
the grandest monument ever erected, and that should be the monument 
to the volunteer soldiers who wore the blue from '61 to '65. Now, we have 
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monuments of every kind that commemorate the services of these boys ; we 
have the figure of a soldier on top of them in bronze and in granite and in 
marble. We have them placed where the tide of battle ebbed and flowed. 
We have the monument to the Grand Army of the Republic ; we have 
statues all over the land, but nowhere, so far as I know, a monument 
erected by the American people in America to commemorate the services 
through all time of what I think was the grandest, the most self-sacrificing, 
the bravest type in the martial history of the world, and that was the 
American volunteer soldier. (Applause.) 

My friend Sterrett said the average age of the boys was nineteen years; 
that does not tell the story. From the beginning to the end of the war they 
drafted 2,500,000 men, who took their place under the war banners of 
this great republic, not' to kill slavery — they had nothing to do with 
slavery at that time, those men went into the service to save the union. 
They had a million men whose ages were not much more than eighteen years ; 
they had 105,000 at fifteen years of age, and many of them only twelve 
years. But behind all this army there was a wonderful intelligence; there 
was not a man in that army but knew the issue at stake ; he had not been 
dragged or ordered there by any arbitrary power; he went there to answer 
the call of Abraham Lincoln, and that call was for the Union. (Applause.) 
Abraham Lincoln sounded the call and these men and boys responded ; they 
sought the altar fires of liberty, and nowhere in the history of the world 
is that gathering of men paralleled, and no army was every assembled like 
that of 1861, organized to save the Union, and it did save the Union. 
In their soldiership there was intelligence; they knew what they had to do, 
and they put their strength and mind into the work. In that army there 
were merchants and clerks, and bankers and brokers, and men of every 
profession, pursuit and calling, and there never was an army assembled in 
the history of the world that was so utterly devoid of soldiery training 
and unfamiliar with the duties of a soldier as that army, never one in all 
the world. There was but a very small portion that even had an ordinary 
military training, yet the men assembled went into that war, willingly 
submitted to all the conditions of the service, they slept in tents, ate their 
hardtack, they did picket duty and scout duty, and fought great battles 
with a willingness and heroism that ought to commend them to the regard 
and esteem of all this great nation. Those men had tneir heart in the 
service. 

I remember hearing of a boy who -served, I think it was, in the 48th 
New York. He fell at the front mortally wounded ; his comrades stood 
about him, some of them only fifteen and sixteen years of age, and one 
of them said, "Don't be afraid;" he answered, "I am not afraid;" and 
then another said to him, "Oh, why did you go into this?" "For my 
country's good," he replied, and thus he died. That was the character 
of the men that made up the army ; that was the idea and the principle 
and the spirit that pervaded the whole army. (Applause.) 

Let us go back now to the close of the war, and take up that great re- 
view. The world has never seen one like it: four years of war, over 
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two million men fought during that time, and now, the war over, a mil- 
lion men were to be disbanded and go back to their homes. The whole 
world said that when that army was dispersed there would be riot and 
bloodshed and distress and strife, but, comrades, this American volunteer 
soldier, the man who wore the blue, by his manliness and courage and 
patriotism gave the lie to that statement. (Applause.) After the war was 
over, there in the streets of the city of Washington came that mighty host 
in 1865. On house-top and window and sidewalk there was a great crowd 
of people, and the old flag was dancing in glory. The President of the 
United States, the officers of his Cabinet, the Governors of states, and 
those high in public and private life all assembled on the reviewiug stand 
up there by the White House, all waiting for these men to come. Soon the 
strains of music were heard; the head of that column turned Pennsylvania 
Avenue, and there, riding at its head was our own General Meade, a 
Pennsylvanian. (Applause.) After that came that glorious army, with 
Sheridan and Sherman and the finest horsemen and the best cavalry the 
world has ever known. Then a pause, and then came regiments of in- 
fantry and cavalry at the head of which rode a boy who had left his 
arm on the battlefield, and he rode now with an empty sleeve, and he not 
twenty-one years of age, and that was General Macey, of Massachusetts. 
(Applause.) Then the great artillery that now, after four years, was 
quiet, and they swung by, and another pause, and then came the Light 
Artillery Corps, Parke commanding, another Pennsylvanian. (Applause.) 
And then came the 5th Corps, and in that the 83rd Pennsylvania, a regi- 
ment only exceeded by one in the number of its losses. (Applause.) And 
then the 111th, the 114th, the 155th and the 91st, and they went by, and 
then came the 2nd Corps, Humph rys commanding, with Hancock and 
Cowell, (Applause), and then the 5th New Hampshire, that lost more 
than any other regiment in the service, that covered itself with glory at 
Antietam and reached the high water-mark at Gettysburg. (Applause.) 
And then passed along regiment after regiment of that army that was 
never again to be assembled for battle, and in the ranks were wounded 
and crippled men struggling and limping, trying to keep up with the boys, 
all going home to assume the responsibilities of peaceful life. Approach 
that, if you can, in all the world! (Applause.) And here are those men 
to-night in this camp fire of the Grand Army of the Republic ; they came 
home that day with no ill-feeling about the matter; there were no dis- 
appointed ambitions x no thought of reproach, no idea of lawlessness, no 
defeated hopes, nowhere in that great gathering of men was there a man 
who felt that if the war had lasted longer he might have risen higher. 
They had fought to make this country the home of liberty, and their ob- 
ject accomplished, they were ready to go home, and they did go home 
and take their place and perform their duties, and devoted their lives 
to making this nation the greatest on the face of the earth. (Applause.) 
How the nation talked of their work; how the nation, in its gratitude, 
talked of the old soldier. They put them in high places; from their 
ranks were taken Presidents of the United States, Governors of states, 
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and those soldiers have occupied high offices during all the years from that 
time until this, and those men have made good the promise of their wonder- 
ful manliness; they have shown their character in the performance of 
their duties in times of peace. And out of it all came the Grand Army 
of the Republic, the members of which for forty years have been as true in 
peace as they were brave in war. (Applause.) They have been true from 
1865 up to 1910; they have assembled in their Post rooms; they have kept 
the altar fires burning, kept alive the fires of patriotism, kept alive the 
spirit of love of country. They have taken out their old flags, battletorn 
and stained and bloody, but whole! (Applause.) They have carried them in 
pilgrimages from the Atlantic to the Pacific oceans, and hosts of men have 
stood uncovered in their holy presence. They have taught the little chil- 
dren to reverently say: 

There are many flags of many lands, 

Of every shade and hue ; 
But there is no flag of any land, 

Like our own red, white anoVblue. 
(Great applause.) 

The Chairman: Comrades, we have with us to-night a representative of 
the Sons of Veterans, who desires to convey the greetings of that organiza- 
tion. I now have the pleasure of introducing Edward M. Amies, of Al- 
toona, Chief of Staff, Sons of Veterans' Reserves. 

Edward M. Amies, Chief of Staff, Sons of Veterans: Comrades, I 
highly appreciate the privilege of appearing before the comrades of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, Department of Pennsylvania, and am 
here to-night to convey to you the greetings of the Commander-in-Chief of 
the United States, Sons of Veterans, as well also as the greetings of the 
divisions of the great Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. This greeting 
comes from a body of men who hope in time to render to you that as- 
sistance, that aid, which, in your declining years you will need. We want 
to say to you that we feel we are part and parcel of you; that we are 
bone of your bone and flesh of your flesh, and that we will render to you 
that assistance which you desire. We want you to understand that be- 
hind all this there is an army of young men of your blood, who feel as 
you feel, who feel that that for which you fought during the dark years 
from '61 to '65 shall be saved, shall be consecrated, and shall be venerated. 
We want you to know that we believe that the verdict rendered at Gettys- 
burg, and that the judgment taken at Appomattox shall not be forgotten 
by this body of earnest, patriotic, young men, but that we will help 
to carry on the principles of patriotism which you are now inculcating 
in the minds of the rising generation. From this body of young men, I 
bring to you their greetings. (Applause.) 

The Campfire was closed by Miss Irene Wagner, of Harrisburg, who 
sounded the army bugle calls, closing with "Taps."

Oh Lord, God, bless to-day the widow and the orphan 
who are sad to-day when they know of this encampment and think but 
a year ago how father or brother or comrade was with us but has now 
been mustered out, and there comes to them great sadness and loneli- 
ness. We pray that Thy love may enfold them, and may they look up 
and thank Thee that they were able to do something in their day toward

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humanity. We pray, Almighty God, that Thy blessing may rest upon the 
absent comrades; many of them are with us in spirit, but for many reasons 
have been deprived from coming. Lord, be very near to those who are 
suffering from wounds and are now nearing the close of their journey. 
We pray Almighty God that Thou wilt be very near to them, comfort 
them, and may they put their trust in Thee. We pray, our Father, that 
Thy blessing may rest upon our order. Do Thou bless the Department 
Commander and all that are associated with him in this great work. We 
pray, our Father, that Thy blessing may rest upon our nation, upon the 
President of' these United States, upon all that are in authority, and 
upon the Governor of our Commonwealth. Oh Lord, God, w6 pray that 
all of our rulers may see to do the right, and now we await Thy loving 
blessing. We shall never all again meet as we meet to-day, but oh, we 
pray that we may be so true, so faithful to Thee and so devoted to each 
other that when our life on earth is done, we shall hear Thee say, "Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant."

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Address of the Department Commander. 



Comrades: In closing my term of office I thank you for the active 
support, kind hospitality and loyalty given me during my administration. 
In return I have given you my best efforts to maintain the efficiency of 
our organization. Loss of membership has been for some years, and is 
steadily on the increase on account of death, and in the next ten years 
a majority of the posts will pass out of existence. The muster in of re- 
cruits has virtually ended. Our loss from members suspended and dropped 
for non-payment of dues, adds to the decrease of membership. Com- 
rades well able to pay the yearly dues, but for one reason or another, fail 
to do so, leaving the burden of the support of the posts on many com- 
rades less able to pay. A very large number of persons no longer mem- 
bers of our organization continue to wear the badge and button and use 
it on occasions when it is to their advantage to do so. I would recom- 
mend that all posts throughout the department be instructed to notify all 
persons not members to cease wearing the button and badge, and if after 
notification they refuse to do so to prosecute them under an Act of As- 
sembly of the State, making it a misdemeanor. I would recommend when 
a discharge is granted or a member is dropped, the post commander should 
take up the button and badge, paying him the cost of same. If the com- 
rade should refuse to return the button or badge, notify him that if he 
wears or displays the button or badge he will be prosecuted under the law. 



NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 

The Forty-third National Encampment of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public was held at Salt Lake City, Utah, on the 12th and 13th days 
of August, 1909. Pennsylvania headquarters was established at the 
"Wilson House." The attendance from Pennsylvania was large and 
beyond our expectations. This Department had fifty-five votes present 
in the Encampment. The good people of Salt Lake City were lavish in 
their hospitality and generosity. They did everything they could to make 
the comrades comfortable and give them a good time. The Pennsylvania 
division made a fine appearance in the parade, 350 comrades in full uniform 
participated. Their soldierly bearing and fine marching attracted the 
attention of the people along the line of march, who gave them a 
great reception

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VISITS TO POSTS AND HOMES. 

During the year I visited many Posts, Re-unions of Regiments, Vet- 
erans' Associations, Camp fires and the homes provided for comrades, 
their wives and widows. During the year in the. performance of my official 
duties I travelled 8,500 miles. In all my visits comrades and officers 
of homes and schools gave me a warm fraternal and whole-souled re- 
ception. 

POSTS. 

I found the posts actively at work doing all they could for the wel- 
fare of the organization and their comrades. As they grow less in num- 
bers the bond of comradeship grows stronger. With but one exception 
perfect harmony prevailed during the year in all the posts throughout 
the Department. 

SOLDIERS' AND SAILORS' HOME AT ERIE. 

I visited the State Soldiers' Home at Erie and was most cordially re- 
ceived by the Superintendent and his staff. The Home is in fine condition. 
The managers and superintendent are to be congratulated on its man- 
agement. The inmates expressed themselves well satisfied with the care 
taken of them. 

THE SOLDIERS' ORPHAN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL AT SCOT- 
LAND. 

This School has at present 400 inmates. The grounds and buildings are 
owned by the State. Although the School has been in operation about 
fifteen years, the buildings and grounds in every respect are in as good 
condition as they were when built. The children are well cared for in 
every way. The superintendent and faculty are doing all they can to 
make the school life of the children a happy one, and in this work they 
have met with great success. 



THE SOLDIERS' ORPHAN SCHOOL AT CHESTER SPRINGS. 

This School is located about forty miles from Philadelphia, in Chester 
County, and has at present 300 inmates. The smaller children are in this 
School and at a certain age are sent to the Scotland School, where they 
graduate. The very best care in every respect is taken of the children. The 
superintendent and faculty are doing all they can to educate and train 
them. The children are happy and contented, and like the Scotland 
School, it has been a great success. This School also receives the orphan 
children of the soldiers and sailors of the Spanish and Philippine Wars 
and many of them are very young. At present but few children of the 
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soldiers and sailors of the Civil War are admitted and in a few years there 
will be no children of veterans of the Civil War to be received as in- 
mates of the School. • ( 

MEMORIAL HOME AT BROOKVILLE. 

This Home is located at Brookville, Jefferson county. The Home 
was purchased and is maintained by the Women's Relief Corps. I paid 
this Home a visit, and found everything exceptionally in fine condition. 
The buildings are large and commodious and have in them every conve- 
nience. The inmates are well clothed, fed and roomed, and the best care 
taken of them in their old age. This home takes in the old soldier and 
his wife, if living, so they need not be separated from each other. 
The Board of Directors and ladies in charge, as well as the Women's 
Relief Corps are to be commended for the work they are doing in this 
Home. 

HAWKINS HOME. 

This Home is located at Hawkins Station, on the main line of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, almost twenty miles east of Pittsburg. This Home 
was built and is maintained by the "Ladies of the Grand Army of the 
Republic." The buildings are well constructed, roomy and well adapted 
for the work. Here the mother, widow and sister of the comrade can 
find shelter and a good home. 

HOME FOR VETERAN AND WIFE. 

This home is located at 65th and Vine Streets, Philadelphia, and is 
maintained and supported by the "Ladies of the Grand Army of the 
Republic'* of Philadelphia and vicinity. Here the veteran and his wife 
are cared for. They can live together in their old age in comfort. The 
buildings and grounds are well adapted for a home- of this kind. Like 
in other homes the inmates are well cared for, and everything is done to 
make them comfortable and contented in their declining years. 

THOSE IN CHARGE OF HOMES. 

With the Assistant Adjutant General I had the pleasure of visiting and 
inspecting the homes maintained by the "Women's Relief Corps" and the 
"Ladies of the Grand Army of the Republic." At each one of them we 
were given a warm cordial reception. We found these homes in almost per- 
fect condition, and the inmates as a rule well pleased and contented with 
the care taken of them by kind christian and patriotic women. 

MEMORIAL DAY. 

Last Memorial Day was the best we ever had. Every soldier's and 
sailor's grave throughout the State was decorated and proper patriotic 
services held at all places where the dead are buried. It is with great 
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pleasure I can report that the day was observed in all parts of the De- 
partment. Our citizens took an active part and did all they could to aid 
our comrades. The question is often asked, when the soldiers and sailors 
of the Civil War are all dead or incapacitated on account of infirmities 
of old age, who will decorate the graves of our fallen heroes on Memorial 
day. I answer, the patriotic people of our country will see that Memorial 
Day is properly observed. In all ages the memory of the champions 
of freedom have been enshrined by ceremonies and monuments. We know 
from story, song and history that the patriotic people of all lands have 
shown especial favor to those who stood on the battle line. The ancient 
Greeks deified those who fell in battle for Greece — funeral pyres for their 
bodies, sacred urns for their ashes and bones, flowers and vases and 
ornaments and weapons for their cypress coffins. The orator annually 
stood surrounded by shrines, temples and monuments of the illustrious 
heroes of other ages as he spoke of the valor and suffering of the brave 
Greeks. 

Those who fell at Marathon were especially honored; they were en- 
tombed on the spot where they fell and thus rendered them forever 
famous. Their names were inscribed upon ten pillars erected over their 
ashes. And to this day the tourist can find the venerable monument 
built 460 years before the birth of Christ. 

The Athenians had their Pan Athenian festival in which it was the 
duty of all citizens to participate. On that day the hammer rested on the 
anvil. The fire in the forge was covered over. No vessel sailed from 
Piraeus ; the shops were all closed , and the whole population went in 
procession to the temple of the protecting Goddess on the Acropolis to 
crown with laurels the busts of their soldiers who had served well their 
country. In our own land our National Cemeteries and costly monu- 
ments erected on our battle fields, costing millions of dollars, attest the 
love and gratitude of our people. Millions are borne to their graves 
to sink into eternal decay and be forgotten. The people of our beloved 
America, saturated with patriotism, will never let perish the names and 
fame of those who have served well in the field of carnage and blood 
for the cause of universal humanity, in defense of our Union and our 
Flag, the proud emblem of our nationality. The graves of our heroes of 
our wars will always be decorated on Memorial Day. 



GRAVE MARKERS. 

As time passes and new people take our places the whereabouts of the 
graves of many of our comrades will be lost if something is not done 
while we are here on earth. It has been suggested, and I endorse the 
suggestion, that a move be made at once to preserve the location of 
soldiers' graves. I would therefore recommend that plans be formulated 
to ascertain the number of soldiers' graves not marked, outside of the Na- 
tional and State soldiers' cemeteries and that markers be placed over 
all of them. 
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CONDITION OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

Detailed statements of the condition of the Department will be found 
in the reports of the Assistant Adjutant General and the Assistant 
Quartermaster General. These reports are reliable and accurate. 

DEPARTMENT OFFICERS. 

Your attention is called to the reports of the officers of my staff. These 
reports should be read by every comrade who desires to know the condi- 
tion of the Department, showing our gains and losses in membership, 
moneys received and disbursed, the balance in the treasury, etc. 

Senior Vice Commander N. P. Kinsley: He responded to every call 
made upon him and was a faithful and efficient officer. 

Junior Vice Commander J. M. Showalter: He performed the duties of 
his office with fidelity and never refused his services when needed. 

Chaplain, Rev. John W. Sayers D. D.: He was constantly on the line 
of duty, visiting posts, caring for the sick, giving consolation to our 
dying comrades and burying our dead. His task was no easy one. How- 
ever, this man of God, lover of his comrades, never faltered, but with 
a kindly face and loving heart, carried the consolation of our religion 
to all who would receive it. May God ever bless him. 

The members of the Council of Administration met every month and 
performed the service their office demanded, intelligently and well. All 
receipts of money and disbursements of the same were audited by them 
with care. 

Assistant Adjutant General Charles A. Suydam: This comrade had 
a hard year's work. He is thoroughly informed in all the details of the 
departmental work. He was always at his post. His work was prompt 
and accurate. He accompanied me in all my visits to posts, homes and 
V functions and to a large degree helped in making our meeting a success. 
I could always rely on his judgment and integrity. I had the utmost 
confidence in him and never found it misplaced. In many functions and 
post meetings I could not reach he took my place and I am under deep 
personal obligations to him for his uniform kindness and comradeship 
during the past year. 

Assistant Quartermaster General C. F. Gramlich: He was a most 
faithful and competent officer. The duties of his office he discharged 
promptly. He was kind and considerate of all who had business to trans- 
act with him. He guarded the funds of the Encampment with great

PENSIONS. 

It is now evident that no general pension bill will be passed by the 
legislature in the near future. This whole subject was ably presented to 
the last legislature by the Committee appointed by my predecessor. So 
many conflicting opinions, objections and reasons preventing its enactment 
into law. What the future may hold in relation to passage of a general 
pension bill no one at present can tell. I would recommend that my 
successor by resolution of Encampment be authorized to appoint a Com- 
mittee of three comrades to prepare a bill to be presented to the next 
legislature, known as a relief measure, making an appropriation of a 
certain sum annually to be disbursed and paid over to honorably discharged 
soldiers and sailors of the Civil War, regardless of term of service, or 
their widows when on account of infirmities of age, or physical dis- 
ability, they need relief, to whom the money shall be paid, amount each 
person shall receive, &c, shall be fixed by proper legislation in bill 
making the appropriation. Millions of dollars are appropriated annually 
to care for unfortunate men and women in the State who never rendered 
any service to the State during the Civil War. Surely the old veterans, 
who entered the service to defend the State, Flag and the Union of 
States, should not be allowed to come to want and guant poverty, and 
travel "The stony road over the hills that leads to the poor house." No 
taxpayer in our Great Commonwealth would oppose such a measure but 
would commend our legislature for passing it and the governor for signing 
it. The old veteran and his wife should have such support as will enable 
them to spend the last days of their declining years with some degree of 
comfort and the widow cared for when her soldier husband has passed 
over. If every post and comrade would by petition or otherwise urge 
the legislature to pass such a measure I have no doubt of it becoming 
a law. 

MUSIC. 

At our last Encampment held at Gettysburg the Band of the Soldiers' 
Orphans' Industrial School furnished the music free of charge for Department 
Headquarters and Camp fire. This band is composed of forty-five members, 
soldiers' orphans, boys whose average age is sixteen years. Under the 
leadership of Charles E. Mentzer, one of the leading musicians in southern 
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Pennsylvania, the band has been brought to a high state of efficiency, and 
no better band can be found in our State. Their fine, high class music at- 
tracted the attention of all present at the Encampment, and largely 
contributed to the enjoyment and pleasure of the delegates. On behalf 
of all comrades who were in attendance at the Encampment, I tender to 
the leader and members of the band their warmest thanks. 

IN MEMORIAM. 

Since last we met in annual Encampment the grim reaper death has 
removed from among us more than 1,100 of our Comrades, who in the 
flush of an early manhood added to the mighty host that rallied to the 
defense of Flag and Country, at a time when beardless boys became strong 
men. And when victory was assured, they returned to their homes and 
again took up the pursuits of peace. 

We mourn their loss. They aided us in the performance of the duties 
to which we are so strongly committed: the care of the indigent, the widow 
and the orphan. We shall miss them everywhere. Should we not then 
rededicate ourselves to the work that still remains to us, as we carry in 
our hearts the memory of their devotion to all that was good and best in the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 

Now for a few moments let us stand in silence, and commune in thought 
with those that are now with the silent majority. 

"These heroes are dead, 
They died for Liberty — They 
died for us. They are at rest. 
They sleep in the land they made free, 
Earth may run red with other wars — 
They are at peace." 

SONS OF VETERANS. 

As a rule this organization is doing most effective work. They should 
and I believe will take our places after we have left the scene of action. 
In many places their interest is weak and discouraging, the cause of 
which I cannot explain. And I believe that new life can be infused into 
"Camps" and the entire organization, and to this end I would recom- 
mend that not only the Posts of this Department, but individual comrades 
as well, give to them all the encouragement possible in building up their 
organization, and make it one worthy to succeed the Grand Army of the 
Republic. 

WOMEN'S RELIEF CORPS. THE LADIES OF THE GRAND ARMY 
OF THE REPUBLIC. 

These organizations are doing a grand work. Their members are zealous 
and active in doing all they can to care for our comrades, their wives, 
mothers and sisters. Their efforts are highly appreciated by all the com- 
rades of the Department. 
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IN CONCLUSION. 

In closing my work , I tender by heartfelt thanks to my comrades through- 
out the Department to whom I owe much for their assistance, hospitality 
and kindness. I also desire to extend my thanks to every member of my 
staff, both elective and appointive. No commander could have been served 
more zealously, with more loyalty and energy. Our official relations were 
cordial and helpful in every way.. 

With a deep appreciation of the many courtesies extended to me during 
the year, as I step back into the ranks to-morrow, I shall with unabated 
zeal continue my efforts for the very best interest of the Grand Army of the 
Republic.

Nevin. He was an honest, upright, honorable man, an excellent citizen 
and a beloved Comrade. He cared nothing for show. He was a modest 
man as most brave men are ; his friendship had the honest and sincere 
loyalty of love and we hope to meet him on the other shore. 

There are so many of them that have been near and dear to us in all 
these Encampments that we miss to-day, that I think we ought to rise 
and sing two verses of "Nearer My God to Thee."

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WILLIAM J. WELLS, 
Inspector, 1(KX)-1910. 
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In General Orders No. 4, issued from Department Headquarters, on Octo- 
ber 5th, 1909, the Department Commander, basing his action on the large 
expenditures made on account of inspections, from 1896 to 1908 inclusive, 
and, believing such expenditures to be, — in the existing conditions of our 
Department, with the membership and corresponding per capita tax falling 
off — somewhat excessive and unnecessary, and with a desire to serve the best 
interests of the Department, ordered a somewhat radical change in the 
method of conducting the annual inspections , which , coming so suddenly 
and unexpectedly upon the Posts , resulted in the failure of a large proportion 
of Post officers to comprehend what was required of them, and further re- 
sulted in a large number of the Posts not being inspected at the date of making 
this report. 

Under the old method , the Department , in 1908 , was divided into 56 
districts, over each of which was appointed an Assistant Inspector-at-Large 
with the privilege of suggesting his Assistant, usually consisting of the most 
competent and efficient comrades, for appointment as Assistant Inspectors, 
of which, in that year, 406 were appointed, whose duties, under the direc- 
tion of the Inspectors-at-Large , required them to inspect the various Posts 
in their respective districts, to which they were assigned; sending their re- 
ports on (Blank Form H), to their respective chiefs for forwarding to the 
Department Inspector. This method worked well, with but few exceptions ; 
and, being the growth of many years experience, in the advanced age of our 
comrades, it was hard to introduce a new method, simple though it may be, 
which resulted in some confusion, and which greatly increased the labor of 
the Department Inspector. 

Under the new method, the Department was divided into 22 districts, 
over each of which was placed an Assistant Inspector-at-Large, whose 
duties did not require him to do anything but receive the reports, sent to 
him by the Post Commanders, to be forwarded to the Department Inspectpr. 
No Assistant Inspectors were appointed, and this fact alone, served to mys- 
tify the various Post officers, who, not comprehending the requirements of 
Paragraph VIII. of said General Order, No. 4, which placed the entire mat- 
ter of inspection in the hands of the respective Post Commanders, them- 
selves, continued to look to their Assistant Inspectors-at-Large to appoint 
a time for the inspection of their respective Posts and the detail of an Assis- 
tant Inspector, to inspect. 

The new method was simple enough for working purposes, had not the 
lateness of the promulgation of the order, October 5th, and the change 
itself not confused the Post officers ; hence , they waited , and waited , for 
the "Inspector to come" until it was so late in their terms of office, they 
evidently concluded — as many of them wrote to me — that no inspection was 
intended. 

Up to December 31st, but 284 of the 527 Posts had been inspected ; and, 
during the installation of new officers, 32 additional were inspected, totaling 
to February 1, 1910, 316. 
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Seeing by this time how matters stood , and desiring to make a better 
showing of my department, in the work intrusted to me, I determined to 
send a personal letter — in the shape of a circular, to each of the 220 delin- 
quent Posts Commanders, at that date, asking if the Post had been in- 
spected ; if not, to fill up the Blank (Form H) properly, and mail to me. In 
reply, a large proportion of them answered in the negative, many stating 
they had never received the blanks, or if received, were misplaced or lost, 
but would fill up the blank and mail same to me , if I sent one to them. 
As indicating my additional correspondence, on account of the condition of 
affairs, in 1908-09, I received from the Assistant Quartermaster General, 
150 stamps; in 1909-10, 450 stamps, but few remaining unused at this date. 
This correspondence, much of which was performed while ill, resulted in 
bringing the reports up to just 400 — 57 in February — 27 in March — leaving 
124 Posts unaccounted for. 

I have not entered into this long, circumstantial statement of the affairs 
entrusted to me, from any spirit of criticism of the change of method of 
inspection, but merely to explain things as they exist, with a view to their 
betterment. 

In my judgment, the Inspections are second, only, to Memorial Day 
itself, in the proper workings of a Post of the Grand Army of the Republic. 
It is an occasion, and should be, of much interest to any Post, especially 
to the larger, as it puts the comrades on their mettle in their laudable desire 
to stand well in comparison with other Posts, and sustains their esprit du 
corps. Though we are old, and getting older, we have not forgotten when 
we were soldiers and are proud of being such. Again, the Inspection, sim- 
ple though it be, brings together the comrades of the Post and visiting com- 
rades in a hearty handclasp and glad salutation, and, the added pleasure 
of the little campfire and lunch which follow ; the songs sung ; the yarns 
spun, or patriotic speeches made, all tend to sustaining the organization 
until it shall die, not of dry rot, but of impossibility of continuing. One 
comrade, of many, wrote me; "We are only four of us left; but we keep 
together for Memorial Day, and will leave the charter to the last man." 
That is the Loyal, Fraternal, Charitable spirit which, from my many cor- 
respondents, I find imbues our comrades, and, if a good gathering of even 
the few at "Inspection" will tend to bring and hold them closer, let the old 
fashioned inspections go on as before. 

I, therefore, recommend, from my experience of the past year, that the 
incoming Commander restore the old method of Inspection as the practice 
of the Department, feeling assured that it is wise to keep officially in touch 
with every Post, and especially with those that are weak in membership or 
isolated in location. To them inspection is a ceremony and an event of in- 
terest. 

In conclusion, Comrade, I extend to you personally, my gratitude for 
the kindness you have shown me and the advice given during the long period 
of my severe illness, which has confined me to my room nearly all the time 
since July last, and which has prevented me from consulting you oftener 
and of visiting the large number of Posts located in my immediate neigh- 
borhood, as I would have liked to do. 
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The kindness of the Department Commander, in reappointing me to the 
position I hold as a member of his staff, is much appreciated, in addition 
to his personal interest exhibited during my illness. If God spares my 
life, which now seems to be assured, and restores me to ray wanted health, 
I shall continue in full sympathy with, and in active work for, our great 
and noble Organization, the Grand Army of the Republic.

Dear Sir and Comrade: I have the honor to report that thus far I had 
but one matter brought before me in my official capacity. 

This was by a letter addressed to me as Judge Advocate from a comrade 
of a Post of this Department, complaining about alleged misconduct of their 
retiring Post Quarter Master, and asking what course the incoming Quarter 
Master should pursue, and also as to the proper conduct of that office. 

Though written on a printed letter head of the Post, this letter was 
written and signed by the comrade as an individual member only, and did 
not bear the Post seal, or having anything to indicate that it came officially 
from the Post. 

I answered the comrade that I could not officially pass on matters thus 
submitted to me, and leferred him to the rule governing this subject, as 
contained in the Blue Book, sending him a copy of such rule, and which 
it may be well to append to this report for the information and guidance of 
Posts and our comrades generally.

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Report of Patriotic Instructor.

CHARLES A. SUYDAM, Assistant Adjutant General: 

Dear Comrade: I herewith present my Fifth Annual Report as Depart- 
ment Patriotic Instructor. 

The Department Patriotic Instructor is appointed in June, but the 
Post Patriotic Instructors not until January. It is therefore necessary for 
me to make this report without information from the Post Instructors. At 
this date none of their reports have been received. You are aware that the 
blank forms for the Post Instructors reports are furnished through the 
National Patriotic Instructor's Office and usually sent out in May, soon 
enough to suit the purpose of the National Instructor who makes up his 
Annual Report in July or August, but of no practical use to the De- 
partment Instructor whose report is called for in April. In my opinion, 
some action should be taken to harmonize these conflicting dates. 

In my report to our 42nd Annual Department Encampment I suggested 
that the blanks for reports, instead of calling for so much statistical in- 
formation, that our old Comrades would not take the time and trouble to 
collect, should give suggestions and instructions that would be of real 
value and assistance to the Post Instructors. If this were done and the 
forms distributed early in January and date given to report to Department 
Instructor the work of the Patriotic Department of the Grand Army would 
be easier, pleasanter and more effective and also relieve the Department 
Instructor of his most laborious duty, that of writing to Post Instructors, 
informing them of their duties and how to perform them. For years I have 
advocated the issuing by the Grand Army of a "Manual of Instructions 
and Suggestions" for use and distribution of its Department Instructors. I 
recently received from the Patriotic Instructor, Department of Wisconsin 
such a book (I surmise the printing and cost of distribution is paid by the 
State). It is issued Annually and distributed in January and is a splendid 
illustration of Abraham Lincoln's Motto "Patriotism is the love of one's 
flag in action." 

I am gratified to be able to repeat the sentiment expressed in all of my 
previous reports. Pennsylvania yields to none in its loyalty and patriotic 
manifestations, nor in respect, regard, yea — reverence and love that the 
people have for our Comrades living and Comrades dead. I feel sure Corn- 
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mander Mahon's report will show that the Department of Pennsylvania, 
Grand Army of the Republic, is maintaining and sustaining its splendid 
reputation and that its influence for good is not growing less, notwithstand- 
ing its diminishing membership. 

For many our Annual Encampments will soon end and for all of us at 
no distant day. Till they do cease let us be loyal to our past and to each 
other. 

Let us remember that there is still due to our Country from each of us 
the exercise of every virtue that marked our services in the Army, that 
in laying down our arms we were not absolved from our allegiance. We 
were good soldiers because we were good citizens and good citizens because 
we were good soldiers. Let us contribute as much as we can to every work 
"that makes for mankind" as cheerfully as we contributed our services in 
'61 to '65. 

I desire to convey through you to Commander Mahon my thanks for the 
honor he conferred on me. In word and deed I have done all that I could 
to show my appreciation. My work must speak for itself. It was with 
hesitation that I accepted the appointment, not from any lack of apprecia- 
tion or an unwillingness to continue in the work, but I felt then and now 
am fully persuaded that the position of Patriotic Instructor should not be 
confined to any one section of the State, but so distributed as in time to 
cover all sections, thus giving them the benefit of the Instructor's personal 
association and work. New thoughts, new methods and new life no doubt, 
would excite a new interest that would prove beneficial. I honestly and 
sincerely desire that the honor and work will "be passed along the line." 

Before I close, 1 cannot omit a tribute to Comrades Col. Ezra H. Ripple 
and Gen. St. Clair A. Mulholland, whose deaths recently occured. They 
were Patriotic Instructors in fact and deed and most valuable assistants. 
Their annual reports were an inspiration that made my deficiencies em- 
barrassingly apparent. Their passing away will be greatly felt and their 
places not easily filled. 

To the staff and Comardes all I send fraternal greetings, but to you 
personally, with whom I have been intimately associated for so many 
years, words cannot convey my heartfelt appreciation of your kindness and 
for the many courtesies you have shown me.

CHARLES A. SUYDAM, Assistant Adjutant General: 

Dear Comrade: I have the honor of presenting to you my 38th Annual 
Report as Chaplain of the Department of Pennsylvania. 

1 am profoundly thaukful to my Heavenly Father for sparing my life 
these many years, and granting me health and strength to labor in my 
churches and among my comrades of the Grand Army of the Republic, I 
trust for their temporal and eternal good. I am, also, deeply grateful to 
you, my comrades, for the confidence you have bestowed upon me in choos- 
ing me for thirty-eight consecutive years to occupy a position so honorable 
and so full of opportunities for doing good. 

I have endeavored, to the best of my ability, to attend to my duties 
as they have presented themselves to me. During the year, I preached , 
two sermons in the interest of our Order, and delivered the Memorial 
Day address for J. K. Taylor Post 182, Bethlehem. I have gone to Post 
meetings and attended Reunions as opportunity offered, and I visited sick 
comrades and tried to cheer and comfort them whenever it was in my 
power to do so. I have also, attended the funerals of very many of our 
comrades, and have spoken the last words over their remains. How 
rapidly our ranks are thinning? How many who were strong, stalwart 
men in '61 to '65, are now either resting in their silent tombs, or are so 
enfeebled by age and infirmaries that they, too, must soon pass into the 
beyond? During the year, 1,142 have been mustered out, and are with 
us no mpre, except in blessed memories. 

In each of the coming years, the grim reaper will, doubtless, gather 
a larger harvest among us; and not many years will elapse, before the 
last Union soldier shall have been mustered out and passed to the encamp- 
ment on the other side. We mourn the loss of all who have gone. 
Many of them were found in the humble walks of life; but they could 
always be counted on to do good both in their Posts, and, outside, as 
opportunity offered. We were wont to hear their voices in our Reunions 
and Encampments, — and how greatly we shall miss them all, even the 
humblest. There were, also, among the departed comrades, those, who 
by their great* activity and long and conspicuous service in our Order, 
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deserve more than a passing notice. Past Senior Department Commander, 
A. P. Birchfield, a sympathetic, warm-hearted Christian man, is no more 
among as, but has passed into the beyond. So, also, has the genial, 
lovable, Albert M. Smith, Medical Director for so many years, passed 
from our earthly view. He lives now only in our hearts and memories. 
Only a few weeks ago, there passed away two others whom we will sadly 
miss, — Comrade St. Clair Mulholland. Intensely devoted to our Order, 
he was rarely absent from our meetings. His life was one of devotion 
to duty, of helpfulness to those in distress, and of virtuous and valorous 
manhood, and John Peter Schindel Gobin, the highest type of the 
American Volunteer Soldier; conscientious and courageous in every duty; 
his heart was ever filled with affection and sentiment. He was a born 
leader. In the days of his young manhood, he was selected to com- 
mand men, and his ability brought him to still greater command, and he 
never disappointed. He was strong, courageous, manly, and intensely 
patriotic. Gobin was a soldier as well as a General. In every relation 
of life he was exemplary — as a citizen, soldier, lawyer, statesman, 
husband. More than this cannot be said of any man. As a member of 
the Soldiers' Orphan School Commission, he was ever zealous for the 
welfare, comfort and paternal care of the orphans of his comrades. On 
a recent occasion, at the Commencement of the Soldiers' Orphan School, 
he was invited to speak to the graduates who were about to go out into 
the world — boys and girls approaching the age of young manhood and 
womanhood. He spoke feelingly and fatherly; his great heart throbbed 
with emotion; sobs mingled with his words of loving advice, and he broke 
down in tears. The man who had faced death on a hundred battle-fields — 
who had led men on rhe field of carnage, — wept tears of sorrow because 
the orphaned children of his comrades had to go out to battle with the 
world. He is gone from us. We shall miss him; but the recollection 
of his service to this Nation and State, and Encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, shall remain to the end of time in the influence 
for good which he exerted. "Being dead he yet speaketh." 

"Thy days are done, thy fame begun: 
Thy country's strains record 
The triumphs of her chosen sop." 

We shall see these beloved comrades no more on earth, though they 
are not dead ; for 

"The men who in that conflict led, 
And for the Union fought and bled, 
Though passing on, are never dead." 

Comrades, you obeyed your Country's call in 1861, obey now the call 
of the Gospel trumpet which summons you to volunteer for Christ, and 
strive for the triumph of His kingdom on earth. You will then have 
your name written for eternity in the Lamb's Book of Life. I pray God 
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that, when your warfare here is over, as soldiers of the Cross, you may 
have your place in the great army beyond the skies , clothed in the robes 
of victory and resplendent with all the glory of the redeemed.

Department Commander: The next business in order is nominations 
of officers for the ensuing year. 

Comrade Alex. M. Appel, Post No. 1: I wish to present the name 
of the members of Geo. G. Meade Post No. 1, of Philadelphia, as nominee 
for Department Commander for the ensuing year, Comrade Lewis W. 
Moore. (Applause.) 

Comrade J. B. Patrick, Post No. 58: Commander and Comrades: One 
year ago, at the Annual Encampment held at Gettysburg, I had the 
honor to present as a candidate for the office of Department Commander, 
the name of a comrade who, in every way, possessed the qualifications 
necessary for the successful administration of the duties of this important 
position. When I presented the name of this comrade, I did it in all sin- 
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cerity. I am not a mind-reader, and hence did not know what thoughts 
were passing through the brain of my candidate. Imagine my surprise, 
when a few moments later, he claimed recognition of the Commander and, 
having in mind only the welfare of our organization and that a fraternity 
of feeling should exist therein, he withdrew him name and asked his 
friends to support his opponent, our present Commander, who has so 
acceptably filled the position during the past year. 

In withdrawing his name as a candidate for Commander, he exhibited 
those splendid traits of character which have characterized his actions dur- 
ing all his life. He was willing to lay his ambitions upon the altar of 
Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty, and thus show that he had nothing but 
the good of our organization at heart. 

Now, comrades, I bring him to you again as a candidate for Commander, 
feeling confident that in doing so I am asking you to vote for a comrade 
who is the equal in point of ability to the many comrades who have so in- 
telligently filled this position in the years gone by. 

The candidate whom I shall name comes of good, old revolutionary 
stock. The blood of patriotism flows in his veins. In 1863, when a mere 
boy, we find him attending school and preparing for college. Throwing 
down his books, he said to his father and mother, "My country needs 
me." With this thought uppermost in his mind, he enlisted for a period 
of six months. Upon the expiration of this enlistment, he re-enlisted in 
the regular army and was assigned to Battery E, 5th Regiment, U. S. 
Artillery, and as a member of this Battery, participated in the battles of 
the Wilderness, Spottsylvania Court House, North Ann River, Cold 
Harbor, and the attack on Petersburg and through the entire seige of 
that city. At the time of springing the mines in front of the rebel strong- 
hold, he was stationeu at Fort Hell, regarded as the hottest place on the 
fighting line. If any of the comrades into whose faces I am looking were 
there, they will recognize the truth of this assertion. You will pardon me 
if I relate just one incident of this young soldier's experience which oc- 
curred at the battle of Sailors Creek, the last battle in which the Army 
of the Potomac was engaged. It was his duty in the engagement to 
measure with his eye the distance to the rebel lines and cut the fuse of 
the shell, so that it would explode right in their ranks. One hundred 
and two shots had been fired from his gun. During this time, Generals 
Grant and Sheridan sat on their horses a short distance away. Seeing 
the splendid work of Battery E, General Grant sent an Aide to the cap- 
tain commanding the battery, with orders to "keep up his firing; he is 
doing good work." While the credit was given to the captain, the work 
was done by the young gunner. 

When he was discharged, we find this endorsement on his discharge, 
signed by General Truman Seymour, "One of the most faithful and in- 
telligent soldiers I have ever known. He has served three years in the 
field with a steadiness and fidelity that might be equaled, but could not be 
surpassed," 
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Passing from the life of a soldier, we find him again at his books, pre- 
paring himself for the active duties of life. Graduating from college, he 
studied law and is to-day in the active practice of his profession. As a 
lawyer and a citizen, having his residence in one of the largest and most 
prosperous counties of the State, he is known and honored as a man of 
unblemished integrity, his character above and beyond reproach. Throw 
the searchlight of investigation upon his every act in life, and you will find 
nothing but what is honorable. 

As a comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic, he has always been 
in the forefront, fighting for everything that would make for the better- 
ment of his comrades. Of my own personal knowledge, I know that the 
State Pension legislation had no warmer advocate at the several hearings 
given by the committees having in charge the pension bills during the ses- 
sions of 1907 and 1909. 

Holding the position for three consecutive years as Commander of the 
Central Pennsylvania Grand Army Association, is a strong argument in 
his favor and as showing his popularity in the six counties comprising this 
Association. 

By electing him to the position of Department Commander, you will not 
only honor him, but you will honor the Department of Pennsylvania. 

In conclusion, I take great pleasure in presenting to you for Depart- 
ment Commander, Hugh R. Fulton, of Lancaster City. (Applause.) 

Past Department Commander Milton A. Gherst: When it was my good 
fortune to enter the ranks of Company A, 14th Pennsylvania Cavalry, I 
found upon the rolls of that company the name of a boy who was then 
suffering from a wound that carried him close down to the river that 
divides this mortal bivouac from the eternal camp in the great beyond, but 
his strong physical person and a kind Providence brought him back and 
into the ranks again. From those days, when you and all those whom 
you represent rode stirrup to stirrup and marched elbow to elbow, my 
friendship for him and with him began. Returning from the army, he 
soon joined the Grand Army of the Republic, and as a member of the Post 
he represents, he has served, in various capacities — Officer of the Day, 
Adjutant, Commander, representing his Post in many Department En- 
campments, and representing this Department in National Encampments. 
He was, during my administration, the Assistant Quartermaster General, 
and discharged his duties as he has discharged every duty that was ever 
brought to him, with efficiency and fidelity. This comrade not only when 
he held official position was loyal, but whether serving in an official ca- 
pacity or whether marching in the ranks as a private , he was always and 
above all things a loyal, true, faithful Grand Army man, and now, know- 
ing him thoroughly, knowing his comradeship, knowing his fidelity to his 
friends in season and out of season, it gives me great pleasure to second 
the nomination and commend to the suffrages of this Encampment, my life- 
long, tried, true comrade, Lewis W. Moore, of Post No. 1. (Applause.) 
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Comrade W. F. Hamb right, Post No. 405: The presence of all the com- 
rades here is an evidence that they were loyal also. Now I rise to second 
the nomination of Comrade Fulton in the spirit of fraternity, loyalty and 
charity. 

This grand body is so constituted that we do not question the right of 
a comrade from the floor to be a candidate for the position of Commander 
or any other elective office, but in the spirit of fraternity, one year ago at 
Gettysburg, in order to prevent any contention, our candidate, Comrade 
Fulton then fraternally and graciously withdrew his name as a candi- 
date for the office of Commander, with the distinct understanding that one 
year hence he would again be a candidate. That was the fraternal spirit 
on the part of Comrade Fulton and his friends. In a spirit of charity, 
my comrades, it was intimated to me two years ago, "Let Comrade Ful- 
ton withdraw, and we will elect him next year." Why, comrades, it is 
impossible that any league or set of men could be so powerful that they 
control this grand body. In a spirit of charity, I said, "No, you nor any 
other comrade can make a pledge of that character." 

Comrades, I am charitably disposed to say that there is nothing of 
that sort within the ranks of this Department. In a spirit of loyalty, no 
matter how the contest waxes, the friends of Comrade Fulton and his 
friends will be loyal to the Department of Pennsylvania and to the Grand 
Army of the Republic. (Applause.) But, Commander, and comrades, in 
Comrade Fulton we have a comrade who has been to the foreground in all 
work for the benefit of the old soldier and the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. He is always ready and willing to lend his hand and render as- 
sistance in that direction, and from the fact that the Posts of Lancaster 
County, Post 58, and the Central Pennsylvania Association, comprising 
six counties, and the district in the neighborhood, that sent 60,000 soldiers 
to the front, are all back of Comrade Fulton, I think that soldiery 
should be represented by electing Comrade Fulton as Commander of this 
Department. 

One year ago the great Hudson-Fulton celebration took place, in which 
the whole United States, in fact the whole world joined. Now, com- 
rades, honor another Fulton by electing him as your commander for the 
ensuing year. We come before you, comrades, to fight to a finish; we 
are determined to keep in the field; there will be no withdrawal at this 
time, and, comrades, we ask your kind indulgence and your votes, and 
we know you will never regret having voted for Comrade Fulton. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Past Department Commander, William T. Powell, Post No. 151: De- 
partment Commander, I rise for the purpose of seconding the nomination 
of a comrade not only in an individual capacity but representing others. 
The comrade whose nomination I desire to second has been a Grand 
Army man for thirty-five years. He needs no words of mine to commend 
him to the comrades of this encampment. You know his worth and it 
speaks for itself; you know that he is an earnest, upright gentleman, and 
that he has been a good comrade of the Grand Army of the Republic.

I happen to have a brother who served in the same regiment as did the 
comrade to whom I refer, and he is a Grand Army man and a Pennsyl- 
vania boy, but he lives out West now, and I keep him posted on things 
here in Grand Army matters, and a few weeks ago I wrote him and told 
him about this comrade. I said I did not know anything about him in 
the service, but the fact that he was a good comrade and a member of the 
Grand Army of the Republic was an evidence to me that he had done his 
duty during the war. My brother replied and said, first, that any man 
who served in the 14th Pennsylvania Cavalary was good enough for any- 
thing, and second, he said that Comrade Moore was a good soldier as 
well as a good Grand Army man, and if I did not vote for him, he would 
disown me. (Laughter and applause.) So that 1 am here to second 
the nomination of Comrade Moore, of Post No. 1, not only in an in- 
dividual capacity, but on behalf of the delegation from Allegheny county, 
who held a meeting last Saturday afternoon a week ago, and unanimously 
decided to vote for Comrade Moore, and I was deputized to tell you, com- 
rades, that this is our intention. (Applause.) 

Comrade John L. Grim, Post No. 21: Commander and comrades, I 
challenge any comrade on the floor to hold in higher esteem that I do 
both of the comrades in nomination. I have known Comrade Moore for 
forty-five years; we were neighbors for thirty of them, living within a few 
blocks of each other. He is a gentleman ; he was a soldier, and a good 
one, but, Commander, while we hold these comrades in high esteem and 
admit of their bravery, we have other considerations to think of. As far 
as that is concerned, we have on this floor hundreds of comrades who 
fought just as bravely ; we have on this floor hundreds of comrades who are 
entitled just as well to be Commander of the Department of Pennsylvania 
as either of these comrades, but we must, as representatives of our Post, 
representing each one of us a constituency of fifty men, and also the 
comrades who represent their title, take into consideration the welfare 
of the Grand Army of the Republic of the State of Pennsylvania while we 
are casting our votes. 

Comrade Moore, as has been said was Assistant Quartermaster General 
for a year, a worthy man, and while his position may have been such 
that, many a time his heart ached because he could not be present at the 
meetings, yet for the twelve meetings, I find on looking up the records, 
he was absent six. If Comrade Moore, who was within nine squares of the 
organization in Philadelphia, could only attend six times in one year, com- 
rades, how can he cover the State of Pennsylvania? We must be 
honest, let us vote representing the best interests of our Posts. 

Now, let us see where Comrade Moore comes lrom: Post No. 1, Post 
No. 2 and Allegheny county are representing him here, and they, com- 
rades, sweep two-thirds of all the appointments, while your counties are 
getting nothing, and while you are planting your corn. It is the greatest 
combination — the combination of power and capital, and where is the 
freedom you fought for, boys? Comrade Fulton to-day is an attorney;

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he can go where he pleases and do as he pleases. He has the Grand 
Army of the Republic at heart. Post No. 1 of Philadelphia has already 
had a Department Commander and a large number of the offices of the State. 
How much more are you going to centralize its power? Rise as you did 
forty-five years ago and fight for what I fought for and you fought for, and 
what I propose to fight for always and am going to do to-day, and that is 
freedom, and if you will throw aside every power that can be wiped out 
around you, when you proclaim yourself through the dust and smoke of 
battle, you will stand for Comrade Hugh R. Fulton, who is entitled to 
two-thirds, yea, three-fourths of the votes of this assemblage. (Applause.) 

Past Department Commander, Thomas J. Stewart: I beg to say that I 
had not intended to utter one single word at this time or in connection with 
these nominations, but I think it is manifestly unfair, it is decidedly un- 
wise, and decidedly unfraternal, to undertake to stir up the feelings of 
men in an organization like the Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army 
of the Republic. I have known one of these comrades intimately, — I have 
known them both intimately for many years, one of them for thirty 
years. I know him to have been for the Grand Army of the Republic every 
day in the year, and I have known him to have performed in his Post 
and in this Department every duty that has devolved upon him. As a com- 
rade of the Department of Pennsylvania he has never shirked a dutyr as 
a citizen of the State he has never shirked a duty ; as a soldier or as a com- 
rade of the Grand Army of the Republic he never shirked a duty. Why 
should we comrades in this department, when men have performed their 
duty honestly and faithfully, hold up to derision and question a magnifi- 
cent organization such as Post No. 1 of Philadelphia, Post No. 2 of Phila- 
delphia, composed of splendid comrades, and no comrade has ever been 
taken from those posts who has not performed his duties with fidelity and 
devotion to the Grand Army of the Republic. I admit, as every com- 
rade will, that there are hundreds of comrades in this department, hun- 
dreds of comrades in this Encampment who are fitted for the position, and 
who would fill with honor the position of Department Commander. Hun- 
dreds of them. Two of them to-day are candidates ; both are gentlemen ; 
both were good soldiers, and both are comrades. It is not a question of 
planting corn ; is not a question of what the farmers are doing through- 
out the country. It is a question of the election of a Department Com- 
mander, and it is not a question whether a man is a member of Post 1 or 2, 
it is not a question of centralizing power, and I think Comrade Grim, 
whom I love and appreciate as a comrade and a soldier, was evidently mis- 
taken in that idea. We are here as members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, convened in a department encampment for the purpose of trans- 
acting important business, for the purpose of looking after and caring for 
and advancing the interests of this department. We are here to elect 
officers who will look after your interests for the ensuing year, and I want 
fo say that we pught to go to the performance of that duty unbiased ? and 
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single out and vote for the man — whether it be Comrade Moore or Com- 
rade Fulton — who will fill the position of Department Commander with 
honor and fidelity from this time to the next Encampment. You cannot 
take an officer from every Post of this department. It is no crime for the 
comrades of Allegheny to select Comrade Powell to second the nomination 
of Comrade Moore. The comrades of Allegheny have a right to say for 
whom they will vote. It is no crime to have Post No. 1 or Post No. 2 
located in Philadelphia, no crime in any way. Surely the men who are 
assembled in this hall can settle questions for themselves without having 
their passions unduly appealed to, and without having one comrade arrayed 
against another! 

I have known Comrade Moore for thirty years ; I saw him first when 
he was a splendid Officer of the Day of Post No. 1 of Philadelphia, when 
this department numbered less than 20,000 men. I have seen him per- 
form the duties of his office in the Post and out of it, and have seen his 
splendid citizenship, his splendid comradeship during all those years, 
when this department grew from 20,000 to 45,000. And now while 
the evening shades of life are gathering about us, and we do not say this 
with sadness but are rather proud of our years and all that they con- 
tained, I find Comrade Moore just as true and loyal as he was in the 
earlier days and in the height of our prosperity and great growth. I 
know he will make a splendid officer of this department, and I know, if 
elected to the position of Department Commander, he will keep our 
banner unsullied and serve with fidelity and loyalty the interests of the 
Department of Pennsylvania, Grand Army of the Republic, and I take 
great pleasure, although it is entirely unexpected on my part, in com- 
mending to the comradeship of this encampment, a devoted and faithful 
comrade, — Comrade Lewis W. Moore of Post No. 1. (Applause.) 

Department Commander: Are there any other nominations? If not, 
I declare the nominations for Department Commander closed. 

The next business in order is nominations for Senior Vice Department 
Commander. 

Comrade Stauffer, Post No. 84: I rise to nominate a good soldier and 
a good citizen, R. G. Kerr of Post No. 336, Warren, Pa. (Applause.) 

Past-Department Commander W. J. Patterson: I desire to place in 
nomination a comrade for Senior Vice-Department Commander of this 
department, who is, in every way, qualified for the position. It is 
hardly necessary at this late day to recite the military history of all 
comrades aspiring to office in this or any other department of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. The presumption is that every man 
who wears the badge of our order has rendered good and efficient military 
service. Comrade H. H. Bengough of Post 157, whom I propose 
to nominate, went into the army at the age of sixteen years, joining that 
gallant western Pennsylvania association known as the 78th, and served 
during the entire term of that regiment, also three years with the Army 
of the Cumberland, and never left for home until he came with an 
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honorable discharge. Comrade Bengough has not only served faithfully 
and honorably in the military service, but his service in the Grand Army 
o£ the Republic for the last twenty-eight years has been one of activity 
from the day he was mustered in until the present day; he never failed in 
any duty, whether sentry at the door or Commander of the Post. All 
the positions in the Post he has filled with honor and with fidelity to 
himself and the whole association. You all know of his splendid efforts 
in preparing and presenting the pension bill for the comrades of Penn- 
sylvania, but that matter has not died out yet, and as the Department 
Commander has referred to the subject and asked that it be continued, 
it is hoped that we will live to see the day when we will be honored by 
having our names placed on the pension roll of the State of Pennsylvania. 
(Applause.) 

Comrade Bengough has served not only his Post, but has also served 
honorably and acceptably in the Grand Army Association of Allegheny 
county. Those from that end of the State know something of what that 
organization is doing and what it is accomplishing for the benefit of the 
soldier in that end of the State. 

I therefore take great pleasure in nominating Comrade H. H. Ben- 
gough, of Post No. 157, for Senior Vice-Department Commander. (Ap- 
plause.) 

It was moved and seconded that the nominations for Senior Vice-De- 
partment Commander be closed. Agreed to. 

Department Commander: The next business, in order is the nominations 
tor Junior Vice Department Commander. 

Comrade John I. Faller, Post No. 201: On behalf of the Southern 
jJistrict Association of the Grand Army of the Republic, and on be- 
half of the members of the Grand Army of the Republic south of the 
Susquehanna River, I rise to nominate a man who has served his country 
well during the war and afterwards, a man who has never missed a 
department and very few national encampments, a man who has borne 
the flag always at the front, who is in every way capable of filling the 
position, — my comrade, John Kirk, of Post No. 462. (Applause.) 

Comrade John F. Mackie, Post No. 400: I rise to nominate a man 
who has been faithful in all things, wherever his duty has called him, 
who has been commander of his Post four times, who has served the Post 
so far to the best of his ability. He served during the war in the United 
States Navy for a period of three years when practically a boy, after 
which he was honorably discharged. I beg to place in nomination Com- 
rade John J. Byrne, of Naval Post No. 400. (Applause.) 

Comrade J. A. Lumbard, Post No. 148: I rise now to nominate a 
comrade whom I deem worthy of this position, one who has been a true 
comrade, and true and tried in all positions in which he has been placed, 
and I desire to say that as far as my knowledge goes, it has been the 
custom to nominate a comrade from the city in which the encampment is 
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held for Senior or Junior Vice Department Commander. Now, we have 
been royally entertained at Harrisburg; we have never had a better en- 
campment; the comrades of Harrisburg have done their full duty to us, 
so have the Posts of this city. The campfire last night was one of the 
best we have ever had ; we all enjoyed it. They have in this city a com- 
rade well qualified to fill this position, a comrade who enlisted four times 
in the War for the Suppression of the Rebellion. There is no better 
citizen in this grand old Commonwealth, none more fraternal, none more 
willing to do his duty than the comrade I will name, and now in justice 
to this city, in justice to a comrade worthy of our support, I nominate 
Francis A. Hoy, of Post No. 58, Harrisburg. (Applause.) 

Comrade Edwin W. Jackson, of Post No. 58: Comrades, I represent 
Post No. 58 of this city ; I speak for a united delegation of that Post. We 
try to do our duty as Grand Army men in our own neighborhood and our 
duty to the department. We have been modest, I believe, in our claims 
upon this Department. 1 rise to present the name of a member of that 
Post, which we desire to see placed in nomination for the position of 
Junior Vice Department Commander. While time has softened not only 
asperities but also distinctions very largely, yet those of us who took a 
father inconspicuous part in the war for one reason or another, would 
not be true even to ourselves if we did not recognize and call to the 
positions of honor the comrades who were great in the arduous greatness 
of things done. I shall present the name of a comrade who enlisted early 
in the war — in February,* 1862, when a mere boy, in Company D 
of the 45th Pennsylvania. At the first opportunity, he took part in the 
Battle of South Mountain, where that regiment lost 13(J men, killed and 
wounded ; his next engagement of importance was on the field of An- 
tietam, where he was wounded and suffered the loss of a hand or the 
equivalent of a hand, which made it impossible for him to discharge 
military duty any longer, and bearing this honorable wound, some time 
after that battle he was discharged from the service. As a member of 
Post No. 58, he has been of almost incalcuable service to his comrades 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. As well as filling various minor 
positions in our Post, he is a Past Commander of the Post. Filling that 
position honorably and well, he was, on the importunities of the mem- 
bers of the Post, for many years the chairman of our relief committee, 
uniting qualities of head and heart which make him prompt and sym- 
pathetic to look after his comrades, or the widow or the orphan who 
needed assistance, or any stranger comrade who came to our town; he, 
at the same time, is a man of rare good judgment, strongly opposed to 
wasting the resources of the Post. He filled that position at the re- 
quest of his Post for years and years, finally being relieved from it on 
the plea of long and more than sufficient service. As a citizen, blame- 
less, honorable, of higji standing in the community. Now, comrades, 
we ask you to consider his claim and our claims as a Post to a position 
in this department. lie is a magnificent Grand Army man, a citizen 
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"without a blemish , a soldier who bears upon . his body the sign-manual 
of service in the field, I ask your support for this position for Comrade 
Chauncey C. Glenn, of Post No. 58, Harrisburg. (Applause.) 

Comrade John J. Byrne, of Post No. 400: Comrades, I respectfully 
decline the nomination for Junior Vice Department Commander. 

Moved and seconded that nominations for Junior Vice Department 
commander be closed. Agreed to. 

Department Commander: The next business in order is nominations for 
Medical Director. 

Past Department Commander H. H. Cumings: I woulo like to offer in 
nomination the name of Dr. William B. Kroesn, who is the present 
Medical Director, and I nominate him as his own successor. 

Moved and seconded that nominations for Medical Director be closed. 
Agreed to. 

Department Commander: The next business in order is the nominations 
for Department Chaplain. 

Comrade Isaac B. Brown, Post No. 70: Comrades, I have the honor 
and the pleasure of placing in nomination for the position of Chaplain, 
a man who for thirty-eight years you have all known, you have all loved, 
and you all respect, Comrade Rev. John W. Sayres, of Post No. 16. 
(Applause.) 

Moved and seconded that nominations for Department Chaplain be 
closed. Agreed to. 

Department Commander: The next business in order is the nominations 
for Council of Administration. 

Comrade John L. Grim, Post No. 21: I move that the nominations for 
Council of Administration and delegates to the National Encampment 
shall be written on a caru and passed up to the Assistant Adjutant 
General. 

Motion seconded anil agreed to. 

It was moved and seconded that the Encampment adjourn until 
2 P. M. 



Wednesday, 2 P. M., June 8, 1910. 

The Encampment was called to order by the Department Commander 
at the designated hour. 

Department Commander: The next business in order is the selection of 
a place in which to hold our next Encampment. We ought not to take up 
much time with this, and I suggest that no comrade speaK more than five 
minutes in behalf of any one place. Now, if the Encampment is satisfied 
with this, we will go ahead. 
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Moved and seconded that five minutes be allowed a comrade in which 
to present a place for the next Encampment. Agreed to. 

Comrade William H. Green, Post No. 94: Commander and comrades: 
While Inspector of this Department, 1 had an invitation to visit a town 
in the upper part of the State to inspect a Post. I have never forgotten 
the night I spent with that Post. At that time there were over four 
hundred comrades present at the inspection, and I have never forgotten 
from that day until this the treatment I received. It was a splendid 
Post and it tendered me a splendid reception, and I move you, Com- 
mander, that when this Encampment adjourns, it adjourns to meet next 
year at Scranton. (Applause.) 

Past Department Commander P. DeLacy: Commander and comrades: 
Away back in 1885, I was the Commander of Post No. 319 of the city of 
Scranton. We then had two Posts. I invited the Department in 1885 
from the city of Harrisburg to hold their next annual convention or en- 
campment in the city of Scranton. We were at that time a city probably 
of 75,000 or 80,000; to-day we are a city of 130,000, and I want to say 
to you we are known as having the "electric city of the United States," 
the city being particularly noted for its brilliant illumination, and I 
want to say to you, boys, when you come up there we will paint the 
town red, for you will come to a town that holds the Grand Army of 
the Republic in high regard and esteem. They are loyal people; they have 
entertained a number of organizations so well that it has become known 
as a convention city. We of the Grand Army of the Republic, Com- 
mander, are making our best efforts to do some kind thing towards our 
comrades. We do not expect to ever having the pleasure of inviting you 
again, but we do expect that you will accept this invitation and come to 
us this time. Comrades you must come to Scranton; we will make it 
pleasant for you and you will all come home feeling you have not lived in 
vain. We have the best Post in the department, and comrades, you 
know me personally, and you know I would not get up here and besmirch 
what I consider is a good reputation as a soldier and as a Grand Army 
man, by saying to you — come to Scranton and we will take care of you — 
if I did not mean we would do it. Now, comrades, come to Scranton, 
every man of you. (Applause.) 

Comrade William T. Zeigler, Post No. 9: The Post at Gettysburg re- 
quested me to extend to you a cordial invitation to hold your next En 
campment at Gettysburg. Now, Commander and comrades, if you will 
come to Gettysburg, we will not paint the town red, because that is not 
the place to paint the town red, but we will have a higher duty to per- 
form there. There you can take your friends with you and show them 
where you did your work when you were boys. Now, I have not the least 
doubt, Commander, that if we go to Scranton Past Department Com- 
mander DeLacy and the comrades of Scranton will do everything in their 
power to make it pleasant, just as the people of Harrisburg have done.

We can see it all here in a day; we can see it all in Scranton in half a 
day, but when you come to liettysburg you can spend a whole week 
there, and every day and every hour will be interesting to you. If you 
want to stay two weeks, it will be just as interesting, if not more so. 
Now comrades, we are going down hill fast, we have not long to stay, 
and Gettysburg is our glory , Gettysburg is the glory of all Pennsylvanians ; 
there they covered themselves with glory, and why should we not make 
that the place for meeting in annual encampment not only next year 
but every year as long as we live? Now, comrades, I sincerely hope that 
every man will vote for Gettysburg, and that the Department Commander 
will join in urging you to go there, for that is the place where you can 
show what you did in 18G3. (Applause.) 

Comrade James G. Mitchell, Post No. 2: Comrades, I rise to second 
the nomination that when we adjourn this meeting, we adjourn to meet 
next year at Gettysburg. I believe there is no place in the State of 
Pennsylvania that is so fitting for us to meet as on the field at Gettys- 
burg. To the right and to the left of the first day's fight you find Penn- 
sylvania, you find the 121st Pennsylvania on the extreme left, and on 
the extreme right the 90th Pennsylvania. If you go to the centre you 
find the 56th Pennsylvania, that opened the fight, and all along that 
line was Pennsylvania, and the same on the second and third days, 
Pennsylvania was right there. We do not want to paint Gettysburg 
red ; it has been painted red with the blood of Pennsylvanians. (Ap- 
plause.) But we will honor ourselves and go to Gettysburg, and take our 
sons and our daughters, and teach them the lessons of patriotism that 
can be learned there. In the past few months I have spent considerable 
time in Gettysburg, and 1 know that they have organized their business 
men into an association to help make Gettysburg the mecca of the sol- 
diery not only of Pennsylvania but throughout these United States. They 
will do all they possibly can for your comfort. Pennsylvania is now build- 
ing there a great monument to commemorate the valor of over 34,000 
Pennsylvanians. 

Scranton is a grand old town and Scranton does much for our boys, 
but we want to teach patriotism by bringing our sons with us to Gettys- 
burg, and our grandsons and granddaughters, and I tell you comrades our 
Post will vote as a unit for Gettysburg. Now, comrades, vote for Gettys- 
burg. (Applause.) 

It was moved and seconded that the nominations for the next place of 
meeting now close, which was agreed to. 

A rising vote was called for. 

Department Commander: All those in favor of going to Scranton next 
year will please rise and remain standing until counted. 

The Department Commander and Assistant Adjutant General took the 
count.

Department Commander: It appears that Scran ton has it, with a 
vote of 213 as against a vote of 198 for Gettysburg. 1 therefore declare 
that Scranton has been selected as the place for our next annual En- 
campment. (Applause.) 

i^ast Department Commander DeLacy: Comrades, I desire, on behalf 
of the citizens and comraues of the city of Scranton, to thank you. We 
will do our very best to entertain you, and 1 know you will be pleased. 

The Assistant Adjutant General presented and read to the Encamp- 
ment the report of the committee on the report of the Council of Admin- 
istration, which, upon motion, was adopted as read.

Post No. 62, Altoona, presents resolution asking the support of this 
Department of a bill before Congress for an appropriation of $50,000, to 
erect a memorial commemorating the meeting of the War Governors at 
Altoona.

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Department Commander: I now have the pleasure of introducing Mrs. 
Laura W. Willow, Department President-elect of the Woman's Relief 
Corps. 

Department President-elect Mrs. Laura W. Willow: Department Com- 
mander and members of the Grand Army of the Republic: This is one 
of the most pleasant duties that has ever been assigned me, for I am look- 
ing into the faces of the brothers of my father who enlisted in Harris- 
burg in '61. He with his four brothers came from the hills of Elk 
county, and I was born on Front street, Harrisburg. I assure you it 
is a great pleasure for me to come to this Encampment as the Depart- 
ment President-elect of the grand old Commonwealth. I bring you cordial 
greetings from the Department of ^nnsylvania , Woman's Relief Corps. 
We have stood by you in the past ; we expect to do so in the future , and 
I come to you assuring you of the loyalty of over four thousand women. 
When I tell you that I am the daughter of a veteran, the wife of a son 
of a veteran, and have six boys at home (Applause) whom I am trying to 
bring up so they may be loyal to their grandfathers' training, you will 
understand how very proud I feel to be here to-day. 

I know your time is limited, as ours is, but I hope in the coming year 
you may not have reason to worry over finances or any other matter that 
the Woman's Relief Corps can adjust for you. I assure you that any calls 
made upon us will be readily met. I thank you. (Applause.) 

Department Commander: The comrades will rise until the ladies are 
escorted from the hall. 

Comrade John L. Grim, Post No. 21: Commander, just as the ladies 
entered, I tried to be recognized by the chair. Seeing them I stopped, 
because with due reference to them, I thought it not proper to bring 
any business matters before this assemblage until they retired. 

I want to say (I expect you to sit on me in a moment), that the 
question of the adoption of the resolution in reference to Lee's statue in 
the Hall of Fame, Washington,* was just about being acted on when I 
rose, and I was anxious, as I find a great many comrades around me are, 
that you would give a wider scope and a better opportunity for an opinion 
on that resolution, and that is the reason, Commander, that I was 
anxious to be recognized. I noted that afterwards the resolutions were 
adopted as a whole, and it is a question that now lies entirely with you 
as to whether you will recognize the argument on that resolution or not. 

Department Commander: The chair would like — and I say it in all 
kindness, Comrade Grim — to recognize your argument on this subject, 
but it is now not in my power to recognize any discussion on this ques- 
tion, pro or con. The report of the committee was before the encamp- 
ment. Any member who had risen at that time would have been recog- 
nized in the matter before the encampment. The report is not now be- 
fore this encampment ; the encampment has adopted it as a whole by an 
almost unanimous vote.

Comrade Embick, Post No. 201: Comrade Grim said that that resolu- 
tion was adopted as a whole. Was not the resolution relating to Lee's 
statue laid upon the table? 

Department Commander: These resolutions were taken up seriatim, 
and then the report as a whole was adopted by the encampment. 

Comrade Embick, Post No. 201: Did that carry with it this resolu- 
tion? 

Department Commander: Yes, it carried the recommendation that no 
action be taken on the resolution.

1 want to thank you also, Comrade Stewart for 
your kind words, and through you these comrades for this testimonial. 
I have had in my life many tokens of esteem and confidence from those 
1 love, revere and respect, but, as you all know, comrades, nothing can 
come to a soldier that will be more highly appreciated than that that 
comes from his comrades with whom he stood shoulder to shoulder.

Fully con- 
scious of coming dissolution , he approached his end resignedly ; his last 
thoughts, his last words were of home, of family, and the better world 
beyond. 

Comrade Mulholland was the typical American Volunteer. He was as 
rich an exemplification of true soldier manhood as any man who survives 
to-day, or ever was of us. He kept a watchful eye that he might benefit 
where there was need of care. He followed with pride and satisfaction 
the success of those whose better fortunes had improved with opportunity. 
He was zealous in the defence of those unwarrantably assailed, and vigorous 
in his denunciation of those who wronged them. When apprehension over- 
took the unworthy, while never forgetting nor forgiving their offences until 
they had been fully atoned for, he always lent his best energies to soften 
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their punishment. He faithfully looked after those whose defective records 
would have obliterated a fame and had them speedily corrected. He per- 
mitted no errors on the pension lists, had the worthy cared for, and the 
dissembler disposed of. His great service to the Pennsylvania Volunteers 
as President of the Gettysburg Battlefield Monument Commission will ever 
be a memory which should be as enduring as will be the grand memorial 
itself. 

His soldier record is an unblemished chapter of splendid achievements. 
History recounts it so fully and fairly, his Comrades know it so thoroughly 
and reverence it so highly, it needs no repetition here. His delight was 
to be at the front ; the rear had no attractions for him. He was always 
where his country most needed soldiers. 

On the battlefield he was everywhere ; his presence inspired confidence , 
his conduct invited emulation. He always led, he never followed. He 
could lead a charge as heroically as he could conduct a retreat manfully. 
He was as zealous in camp for the comfort and care of his men as he was 
active and energetic in battle for their reputation and usefulness. 

"The men who in that conflict led, 
And for the Union fought and bled, 
Tho' passing on are never dead. 

"Their swords are sheathed in sweet accord, 

Their lives are reaching their reward, 

Their souls are leading to their Lord.
